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DEFECTS IN POSTAL LAWS 


UETHODS WHICH CONGRESS WILL 
BE ASKED TO CORRECT. 

ROW POSTAL REVENUES ARE DISBURSED 
AND ACCOUNTED FOR—WHY THE RULES 
GOVERNING THE OTHER DEPARTMENTS 
SHOULD BE APPLIED TO THE MAIL 
SERVICE. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 4—The exposure of 
the enormous frauds perpetrated in the con- 
duct of the postal service under Gen. Brady’s 
management will doubtless induce Congress 
to enact such laws es will protect the Treasury 
in the future against such fraudulent combina- 
tions as have controlled the star route service 
for sO many years. There is need not 
only of remedial legislation regarding 
the ; transportation of the mails, but 
the present system of disbursing mon- 
py for the postal service, as well as the 
system of settling the accounts of that service, 
should be revised and radically ehanged. The 
law requires that all moneys, received from 
whatever source, for the use of the United 
States, shall be paid into the Treasury by the 
officers or agents receiving the same, at as 
early a day as practicable, without any abate- 


ment on account of salaries, fees, or expenses. 
The Pest Office Department is specifically ex- 
cepted from the provisions of this law, and it 
isalso provided that the salaries of Postmas- 
ters and other expenses of the postal ser- 
vice authorized by jaw, which may be 
incurred by Postmasters, may be deducted 
from the receipts of Post Offices under the di- 
rection of the Postmaster-General. Late ex- 
perience in the Post Office Department shows 
that it is contrary to good policy to continue 
co Postmasters this authority to use the public 
moneys that come into their possession at 
their discretion. In all other departments of 
the Government officers are required to pay 
into the Treasury all moneys that come into 
their possessson, and disbursements can be 
made only upon warrants previously issued, 
under a strict system of checks and examina- 
tions. 

Another defect in the postal system isin 
connection with the deposit of the revenues of 
the Post Office Department with the Treasury. 
These revenues are deposited as a special fund, 
and over this the Treasurer of the United 
States has no control. The postal revenues 
are drawn from the Treasury on the warrant 
of the Postmaster-General, countersigned 
by the Auditor of the Treasury for the 
Post Office Department, while all other pub- 
lic funds are drawn by the warrant of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, countersigned by 
the First Controller. Treasurer Gilfillan, in 
his annual report, directs attention to this 
loose method of disbursing the postal revenues 
and expresses the belief that to secure efficient 
control and uniform accountability these 
revenues should be deposited without abate- 
ment, like all other revenues, to the credit of 
ths ‘Lreasurer’s general account and ke drawn 
out only on the warrant of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, based upon the requisition of 
the Postmaster General. 

The present method of stating and settling 
Post Office accounts should also be corrected. 
This work is now performed exclusively by 
the Sixth Auditor, who is Auditor for the Post 
Office Department, upon whom there is no 
check whatever. If all accounts stated by the 
Sixth Auditor were required to pass the scru- 
tiny of the First Controller, as is required in 
the case of other departments, the appropria- 
tion made to cover the period of one year 
tould not be expended in six months, as was 
jone by Gen. Brady in his peculiar manage- 
ment of the star route service. It is probable 
that the forthcoming annual report of the 
Postmaster-General will recommend legislation 
to correct these defects in the laws relating to 
the Pest Office Department.

MINISTER FOSTER RETIRES. 

& REGRETFUL LETTER FROM SECRETARY 
BLAINE ACCEPTING HIS RESIGNATION. 
WasHinGtron, Nov. 4.—The Hon. John 

W. Foster, who has represented the United 

States at the Court of St. Petersburg for the 

past two years, tendered his resignation to the 

President on Tuesday last. In taking this 

step, Mr. Foster, in his letter to Secretary 

Blaine, said that he was not actuated by any 

dissatisfaction with his present post or with 

the diplomatic service, but having devoted 
nine years to the foreign service of the Gov- 
ernment, ho finds it is imperatively necessary 


that he should resume his residence in the 
United States and give attention to his private 
and family affairs. Mr. Foster, who is now 
in Washington, requested that his resignation 
might be accepted without delay. In accept- 
ing the resignation Secretary Blaine addressed 
to Mr. Foster the following letter: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, Nov. 3, 1881. 
John W. Foster, Esq., &c., now in Washington: 

Sir: _J have received to-day your communication 
of the ist inst., transmitting a letter addressed 
to the President on the same day, tendering yeur 
resignation of the offiee of Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States to Rus- 
sia. The reluctance which the Government naturally 
feels to sever its relations with a valued officer, 
whose zeal and usefulness have been so signally 
shown in high spheres of duty, joined to the regret 
which I personally feel on losing your trusted co- 
operation in carrying out abroad the policy of the 
department, would counsel the non-acceptance of 
your resignation, were it not that I am_ con- 
vineced that the step you take, in obedience 
to the dictates of private interests, is positive and 
final on your part. I therefore accept, in the name 
of the President, the resignation you now tender. 
In doing so, permit me to express the deep sense of 
Batisfaction with which the department looks back 
on its relations with you and the unvarying appro- 
bation which your official actions have received at 
its hands during your incumbeney ot the respon- 
sible missions intrusted to you, and to add the re- 
gret now felt that you can no longer continue your 
yseful work. lam, Sir, your obedient servant,

Col. Dudley, Commissioner of Pensions, has 
submitted to the Secretary of the Interior a 


recommendation that Congress be asked to ap- 
propriate $100,000,000 for disbursement by his 
office during the next fiscal year in payment 
of annual and accrued pensions, and also that 
an immediate deficiency appropriation of $20, - 
000,000 be requested, for the purpose of paying 
all arrears of pensions to claimants whose cases 
have been or may be favorably adjudicated 
during the current fiscal year. The Commis- 
sioner estimates that 40,000 pension claims will 
be allowed this year, and that with a further 
increase in the clerical force of the bureau as 
many as 60,000 may be disposed of 
next year. Fully two-thirds ot the 
pending claims carry arrears of pensions 
amounting to nearly $1,500 for each elaimant, 
and the Commissioner believes that the inter- 
ests of the country will be promoted by pay- 
ing off the arrears as rapidly as possible, even 
at the cost of bringing the total pension dis- 
bursements to $70,000,000 this year and $100,- 
000,000 the next, in order to reduce the annual 
charge upon the Treasury more speedily there- 
after. It is estimated that the aggregate an- 
nual value of pensions at the close of the 
current year will be about $33,000,000, and 
that the total of the pension roll (excluding 
first payments or arrears,) will never exceed 
$40,000,000. ;

THE OUTLOOK IN VIRGINIA. 


READJUSTER’S CLAIMING A MAJORITY OF 
THE LEGISLATURE BY THE COMING 
ELECTION. 

Norrouk, Va., Nov. 4.—The canvass in 
‘this State is now rapidly drwaing to a close. 
The election will take place on Nov. 8, when it 
will be decided which party now contending 
for supremacy in the Old Dominion will rule 
for the next four years. Both parties have 
been exerting themselves to the utmost within 
the past five days. The Readjusters, however, 
have worked with more vim, and exhibited 
in their movements more confidence in 
the success of their party than their oppo- 
nents, The efforts of bosh parties to procure 
funds outside of the State, as well as 


within its limits, show how utterly ridiculous 
and easy of violation is the law requiring the 
payment of $1 as a prerequisite to vote. 
Thousands of dollars have been collected and 
sent here within the past 10 days for the pur- 
pose of enfranchising those who wereeither too 
pocr to raise the dollar required under the 
present laws of Virginia or unwilling to invest 
that amount for the privilege of voting. 

From indications there are many who be- 
lieve that the Liberals will not elect Col. Cam- 
eron and the balance of the general ticket, but 
a majority of the Legislature. Information 
received from all parts .of the State bear out 
this conclusion. In the Petersburg district 
it is said that the Liberal ticket will secure 10,- 
000 majority. In this (Norfolk) district the 
majority of the same party, it is thought, will 
be 6,000, despite all the efforts of Congressman 
Dezendorf to throw obstacles in the way 
of the success of the coalition, In the 
Lynchburg district the Democrats will 
probably get a majority of 3,000 or 4,000. 
Several counties in the district, however, will 
elect Readjuster members of the General As- 
sembly. The Ninth District will give the Ke- 
adjusters a majority of 6,000. It is claimed 
the Danville district will probably give the 
same party a majority of 1,000 or 2,000. Cen- 
gressman Cabell carried this district last year 
by about 700. The colored vote was very 
much split up in that contest, and all of it was 
not cast for Mr. Cabell’s opponent. In the 
present contest tke colored people will give 
a very united support to Col. Cameron 
and the balance of the Liberal ticket. Gen. 
Mahone’s friends claim, and there are very 
excellent reasons for believing it, that they 
will get 60 out of the 100 members elected to 
the House of Delegates, and will have 25 out 
of the 40 members of the State Senate. Well 
informed Democrats to-day express doubt of 
the election of Major Daniel or securing a ma- 
jority of the Legislature.

A SON INSURES HIS DYING MOTHER AND IS 


PROSECUTED FOR FORGERY AND CON- 
SPTIRACY. 

ScrRANTON, Penn., Nov. 4:—The first of a 
series of prosecutions which are likely to make 
lively work for the courts of the coal regions was 
begun here, before Alderman Fuiler, to-day, by 
Christian Pfeiffer, against his brother and a man 
named Adolph Fleischer, of Pittston, on a charge 
of forgery and conspiracy. The alleged crime con- 
sists in obtaining policies to the amount of $54.000 
on the life of the late Eva Pfeiffer, in the Good 
Hope grave-yard company and kindred concerns, 
upon the strength of forged applications made 
while the subject was in a dying condition. Mrs. 
Pfeiffer was 75 years old when her life was insured 
and never gave her consent to the transaetion. On 
ascertaining that her son George had joined in a 
scheme to realize on her life itso preyed upon her 
mind that she sank rapidly and died. Her last re- 
quest to her son Christian was that he should pros- 
ecute the conspirators, and he says he will do it, 
even if he sendsthem for life to the penitentiary. 
Dr. Mulholland, whose name appears upon the ap- 
plication as approving the risk, says he did not 
write it, but tnat bis student did, ashe had given 
the latter authority to attend to such matters. The 
local papers are full of notices cautioning com- 
panies not to pay claims obtained by forgery and 
fraud, and there are prospects ahead for some 
lively lawsuits and sensational revelations. Pfeif- 
fer and Fleischer were held in $1,000 bail for trial.

THE BRADY INFORMATION

CQL. BLISS OPENS THE GOVERN- 
MENT’S CASE. 

A FORCIBLE ARGUMENT IN &UPPORT OF THE 
PRESENT PROCERDING—COL. INGERSOLL 
AGAIN TALKS TO THE AUDIEZNCE—INFOR- 
MATIONS LIKELY TO BE FILED IN OTHER 
STAR ROUTE CASES. 

Wasnineton, Nov. 4.—The arguments 
in relation to the information filed by the Gov- 
ernment in the Prescott and Santa Fé star 
route case were continued to-day in the 
Criminal Court. . Col. George Bliss, of New- 
York, addressed the court for about four 
hours, making a clear and forcible presenta- 
tion of the case for the United States, well 
sustained by authorities. He was followed by 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, who spoke for nearly 
an hour. Mr. Ingersoll’s address was a dis- 
play of oratory rather than acalm examina- 
tion of the legal points involved, and a great 
part of it seemed to be aimed at the audience. 
To-morrow morning he will finish his remarks, 
and the next speaker will be Mr. Chandler, of 
St. Louis, for the defendants. It is probable 
that Col. Ingersoll and Mr. Chandler will con- 
sume the entire day. Col. W. A. Cook, for the 
Government, will follow Mr. Chandler, and 
the next speaker will be Benjamin H. Brewster, 
also for the Government. The arguments will 
be closed by Mr. Totten, for the defendants. 

If the information in this case should be 
sustained, it is probable that informations in 
other cases will be filed by the Government. 


The main reason for the filing of an informa- 
tion in the Prescott and Santa I’é case was the 
adjournment of the Grand Jury. This ad- 
journment prevented the Government from 
getting the evidence in this case before the 
jury in time to escape the application of the 
Statute of Limitations. The Government 
was compelled to proceed eby informa- 
tion or to bring no_ prosecution at 
all in this case, There are other casesin which 
the Statute of Limitations will soon apply. 
Owing to the nature and great quantity of the 
evidence, and to an apparent inclination of the 
jury to examine every portion and detail of it, 
together with the many witnesses from the far 
West who are interested, it is believed that the 
hearing before the Grand Jury in one of these 
cases might continue for six months before the 
finding of an indictment. It is said by 
counsel for the Government that a de- 
lay of this length would bar _ the 
prosecution in many _ instances, because’ 
of the application of the Statute of Limitations. 
This being the case, it is easy to see that if 
there were special reasons for proceeding by 
information in the Prescott and Santa Fé case 
there may be special reasons for proceeding in 
the same way in some other’ cases, if this 
method of procedure should be sustained. On 
this and other accounts the hearing which is 
now 1n progress in the Criminal Court 1s of 
more importance than it may seem to be to 
some who are not acquainted with the obsta- 
cles which lie in the Government’s path. 
—_——_———_———. 
COL. BLISS’S ARGUMENT. 

Col. George Bliss, who opened the case for 
the Government in opposition to the motion to take 
the information from the files of the court, deliy- 
ered a very able, elaborate, and exhaustive argu- 
ment. He discussed in detail tke points raised by 
the defendants’ counsel, ard the position main- 
tained by the prosecution was supported by the 
aid of numerous citations. In opening hesaid: “It 
has been assigned to me, on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, to present to the court such reasons as 
tend to justify the counsel on the part of the Goy- 
ernment to take what we admit to be the some- 
what unusual proceeding of filing or seeking to file 
this information. As was stated at the time when 
we made the application for that permission, we 
were putin this condition: The Grand Jury had 
been adjourned till the 8d of October, and 
what we regarded as some of the most impor- 
tant and effective overt acts in pursuance 


of this conspiracy had taken place on the ist of 
October, 1878. it was open to the claim, therefore, 
that under the three years’ statute of limitation, 
unless the proceedings were commenced in court 
before the ist of October, 1881, they would be 
barred under the statute. Under the circum- 
stances, it was not open to usto consider whether 
we preferred to go before the Grand Jury or 
whether we preferred to file or seek to file an in- 
formation. We were placed in the condition that 
if we did not file or seek to file an information, we 
felt we should not have done our duty to the Goy- 
ernment. We therefore adopted the proceediag 
by information, subject, of course, to a 
motion to set it aside. I think that we 
may claim to be here, without being 
exposed to the denunciation which we heard 
yesterday, of having made an attack upon the peo- 
ple, of having undertaken to violate their dearest 
rights, Mr. Brady having substituted himselfin the 
place of the people. The position of myself and 
my associates in this case is briefly this; We have 
no desire under ordinary circumstances to proceed 
outside of the general practiee in criminal cases, 
We have no desire to avoid the Grand Jury, and 
we think that we might just as well charge that 
the other side is seeking to avoid the petit jury as 
that they should charge that we are seeking to 
avoid the Grand Jury. We have no desire to do it, 
except where we can show cause why it should 
be done. I agree that under ordinary circum- 
stances, and without good cause being shown, tke 
proper and expedient way is to proceed before the 
Grand Jury.” 

Coming to his argument, in reply to the defense, 
Col. Bliss said the trst and the main point raised 
by the defense was that in this country no crim- 
inal information can be constitutionally filed, and 
that an indictment is always aecessary in a crim- 
inal prosecution. The constitutional provision 
bearing on the subject is contained in the fifth 
amendment to the Federal Constitution, whieh de- 
clares that ‘‘No person shall be held to answer 
for a capital or otherwise infamous crime 
unless on a presentment or indictment of a Grand 
Jury, * * * nor shall any person * * * be 
éeprived of life, liberty, or property without due 
process of law.’’ This provision, Col. Bliss ar- 
gued, by specifying certain crimes which can only 
be prosecuted through the Grand Jury’s action, 
necessarily implied that there are crimes which 
may be proseeuted in some other way—i. e., by an 
information. If the crime was not “infamous” 
an information might properly be filed. Accord- 
ing to the common Jaw, prosecution by informa- 
tion was permissibie in cases of misdemeanor. and 
this provision of the common law was adopted by 
tbe Constitution and its amendments. Congress 
had repeatedly recognized the right of proceeding 
by information, as appeared from the language 
of various Federal statutes. Thus, in the act of 
April 30, 1790, chapter 9, section 82, it is provided 
that in certain capital offenses the “indictment 
* * * shail be found,” &e., but that in 
any offense not capital “the  indietment 
or information shall be found or _insti- 
tuted,” &e. The statute, as re-enacted 
in the Revised Statutes, contains a similar 
recognition of the right to institute an information 
in other than capital cases. Information as dis- 
tinguished from indictment appears again in the 
act of March 26, 1804, chapter 40, section 3, which 
refers to crimes under the Revenue laws, and in 
the act of April 20, 1818, chapter 91, section 9, re- 
lating tothe slave trade. The distinction is like- 
wise kept upin the re-enactment of these provi- 
sionsin the Revised Statutes. In the act of May 
31, 1870, relating to the enforcement of the rights 
of citizens, it is stated that, “in eases of crimes 
and offenses not infamous, the prosecution may be 
either by indictment or information filed by the 
District Court having jurisdictiou."’ « number of 
instances were aiso presented showing that the 
courts have sanctioned the right of filing informa- 
tions. The cases cited in support were mainly for 
violations of the Customs laws, 

*;Having thus established that informations may 
be filed in some criminal cases, Col. Bliss next ad- 
dressed himself to the consideration of the ques- 
tion as to whether the crime charged against Brady 
and his assoeiates was one coming within the 
class in which informations are allowable. 
The only limitation to the right to file an informa- 
tion is contained in the constitutional amendment 
above quoted, which prevents such filing “for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime.” Asthe of- 
fense charged in the present case is not capital, the 
only question is, is it “infamous?” In seeking to 
ascertain what erimes were “infamous” at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution, Col. 
Bliss cited many old English cases. One point 
definitely established was that the test of the in- 
famy is the nature of the crime itself, and not the 
nature of the punishment. In England, torgery, 
perjury, subornation of perjury, petit larceny, and 
the suppression of testimony by bribery to procure 
the absence of a witness were held to be infamous 


crimes, and jn this country larceny, receiving 


stolen goods, forgery, and petit larceny at com- 
mon law were placed in the same category. Such 
offenses as attempting to procure the absence 
of witnesses, keeping a gaming-house, obtain- 
ing goods by talse pretenses, embezzle- 
ment, &c., have been held by the courts 
not to be infamous. The crime of conspir- 
acy to defraud—of which Brady and his associates 
are accused—does not appear in either class. “Of 


the crimes held infamous in the English courts,” 
said Col. Bliss, ‘ali relate directly to tho adminis- 
ts ution of iuatice. exeent forgety and petit larceny; 


and in this country all except larceny and forgery 
and receiving stolen goods may be considered as 
directly affecting the administration of justice. On 
the other hand, to note only the crimes which in- 
volve some degree of fraud, obtaining goods by 
false pretenses and embezzlement are held not to 
be infamous crimes.” Some old text-books, it is 
true, include conspiracy among infamous crimes, 
but the cases cited in support show that only such 
conspiracy is meant as relates to the administra- 
tion of justice. Conspiracy to defraud has never 
been held to be a crime “infamous” in the sense in 
which that term is used in the constitutional 
amendment. ‘Butif the court should regard the 
question as doubtful,” said Col. Bliss, ‘the safer 
and fairer way is to allow this case to proceed. All 
the rights of the accused will be protected and 
those of the Government saved. If there is a con- 
vietion, a higher court will protect against the en- 
forcement of the judgment, if its very basis is ad- 
judged illegal. On the other hand, if there is an 
axcquittal no injury will be done, and the defend- 
ants will obtain what they insist is their due.” 

Minor objections were then taken up and dis- 
posed of. The procedure, Col. Bliss contended, 
was correct asa matter of form. The Attorney- 
General had the absolute right to file an informa- 
tion, and leave of the court was not necessary. In 
the present case, however, the leave of the court 
was obtained, the proceeding was by the express 
direction of the Attorney-General, and the infor- 
mation was on oath. The objection that the ac- 
cused persons should have had notice of the appli- 
cation for the information was considered as dis- 
posed of by what was said of the nature of the in- 
formation. The objection that the ** matters and 
things charged” in the information “ appear, by the 
face thereof, to have been done about three years 
before the application for leave to file was 
made,”’ was next considered. As a plea of the 
Statute of Limitations, it was declared not to be in 
proper form, and the statute, Col. Bliss contended, 
cannot be availed of in thismanner. ‘‘If,” he add- 
ed, “it is intended asa reason addressed to the 
judgment of the court why the permission to file 
the information should be revoked, then it is sub- 
mitted that it has no force, and that it comes with 
ill grace from the defendants to urge that, having 
managed to escape punishment so long, therefore 
they ought not now to be punished.’ He insisted 
further, that the information charged a crime un- 
der the Federal laws, and that the conspiracy was 
not only possible for the defendants to execute, 
but that they did in fact execute it to the injury of 
the Government and to their own enrichment. As 
to the ninth or last objection interpesed by the 
accused, Col. Bliss said it ‘“‘seeksin effect to try 
the guilt of the accused on affidavit. In such 
mode of trial the defendapts, if guilty, as 
we believe, could doubtli~ss outswear the 
Government. We prefer to @ry them where the 
Constitution and the laws’- give us the 
right to try them before a jury of 12 men, and with 
witnesses facing {the court and the jury, and sub- 
ject to cross-examination. If on such a trial they 
Shall be able to explain what we believe we can 
prove against them, the eounsel for the Govern- 
ment will accept the result with no other feelings 
than tnat they have done their duty to the United 
States, to their profession, and themsélves.” Be- 
fore concluding Col. Bliss presented some points to 
show that the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia has jurisdiction in the matter. 


RICHMOND AND DANVILLE STOCK. 


THE CLYDE AND PERKINS INTEREST SEES- 
ING TO CONTROL THE ROAD, 

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 4.—The rumor that 
the Clyde and Perkins interest in New-York are 
in negotiation to secure control of the Richmond 
and Danville Road is credited in circles here to-day 
that heretofore declined to entertain these reports. 
The matter iy attracting some attention here in 
financial circles, and it is stated that Messrs. Clyde 


and Perkins, wno own a very large amount of 
stock in this read, are ina fair way of securing 
the additional amount necessary to give them 
and those alleged to be acting with them con- 
trol of the Richmond and Danville Railroad. 
If they succeed in accomplishing this object these 
large holders of stocks in that company design 
making the Virginia Midiand an important part 
of the main line. This is generally regarded here as 
@& movement hostile to the interests of Richmond. 
Those supposed to be friendly to this rumored 
movement aver that they have no desire to antag- 
onize the interests of Richmond. They look upon 
the matter, it is claimed, not ss a policy affecting 
the interests of any particular place, but one 
merely of stock speculations, the Clyde and Perkins 


people believing that if their plans are successful. 


the stock of the road will bé greatly increased 
in value. There were some fluctuations in the 
stock here to-day, one house having an order fora 
whole block. It is stated that the plans of Messrs. 
Clyde and Perkins have not yet been fully perfected. 
Most, of not all, of the parties to these expected 
transactions are now in New-York, and it is 
thought that something definite will be ascer- 
tained in regard to the matter in a few days, if the 
surmises of those who have been giving this move- 
ment their attention are correct. Those who do 
not sympathize with the Clyde-Perkins interest 
will either have to submit toa policy whieh they 
oy = seem to approve of, or dispose of their 
stock. ;

FURTHER DECISIONS BY THE LAND 
COURTS. 

RENTS REDUCED IN EACH CASE AT THE 
RATE OF 28 PER CENT. — THE AP- 
PROACHING CABINET COUNCIL—ARCH- 
BISHOP CROKE’S ADVICE TO TENANTS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—The sub-Commission 
of the Land Court, sitting at Belfast, gave 
four additional decisions to-day reducing the 
rent rate in each case about 28 per cent. The 
day being market day, there was a large at- 
tendance of farmers, who received the an- 
nouncement of the decisions witn great de- 
light, Lord Waterford’s tenantry having 
paid full rent and promised not to prevent 
hunting, that sport was begun to-day and 
there was a large muster. 

The Police of Blackburn threatened the 
lessee of a hall with the loss of his license if he 
permitted a Land League meeting at which 
Miss Anna Parnell was announced to speak. 

Archbishop Croke, of Cashel, replying to the 
address of a branch of the Land League, ad- 


vised tenants to tender fairrent. If refused, the 
fault would not be theirs. 1t would show that 
the Irish can, for their country’s sake, endure 
insults and injuries, He declared the Govern- 
ment had established a reign of terror.

ANGLO-FRENCH NEGOTIATIONS. 

THE ENGLISH TREATY’ COMMISSIONERS TO 
AWAIT THE FORMATION OF A NEW 
FRENCH CABINET, 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—A Paris correspondent 
says: ‘‘ At to-day’s (Thursday’s) sitting of the 
Anglo-French Treaty Commissioners, M. Ti- 
rard, the French Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce, declared that, though henceforth 
personally unconcerned in the question, inas- 
much as he would not be called upon to sign 
the treaty, he deemed it advisable in the inter- 
ests of all that the negotiations be resumed as 
early as possible. He thought a sub-commis- 
sion could not with any utility continue the 
negotiations, seeing that for his own part he 
had reached the extreme limits of concessions 
in regard to woolens and cottons, and con- 
sequenily could not enter upon any ul- 
terior negotiations on that point. The Eng- 
lish delegates resolved after this declaration 
to suspend the negotiations, and resume them 
as soon as possible after the formation of a 
new Cabinet. Sir Charles Dilke, after con- 
ferring with his Government, will probably 
return to Paris alone, to ascertain whether the 
new French Minister of Commerce is inclined 
to widen the basis within the possible limits of 
the concessions agreed to by M. Tirard. If the 
English delegates return to Paris it will not be 
to negotiate, but to ratify, the bases agreed 
upon inthis preliminary interview. Every- 
thing tends te show that a free trader, M. 
Rouvier, Member of the Chamber of Deputies 
for the Bouches-du-Rhéne will succeed M, 
Tirard.”

Politicians had been moving mysteriously, 
about during ‘yesterday morning and after 
noon, and to all intents and purposes had been 
attempting to hide the fact that they wera 
about to suddenly attack the enemy. Tha 
Irving Hall people were the first to flare up in 
the light of cay. Their Campaign Committea, 
composed of one representative from each 
Assembly district, made haste to assemble late 
in the afternoon in Irving Hall. Allen 
McDonald presided, and Charles W. Brooke 
nominated Riehard O’Gorman for Judge of, 
the Superior Court. The nomination was. 
made unanimous by acclamation. The com- 
mittee then adjourned. The fact that Irving 
Hall had nominated a candidate for Judge 
Speir’s place spread rapidly in political eir~ 
cles, and it was then discovered that each of 
the other factions was quietly planning an elec- 
tion day surprise. The County Democracy peo- 

le were startled when the report of the Irving 
Frall nomination reached.their head-quarters, 
and after removing their masks admitted thau 
they were to nominate to-day a candidate for 
Judge of the Superior Court. A rumor had 
already gained much headway that Gil- 
bert M. Speir, Jr., had been plotting 
with the County Democracy leaders to se- 
cure the nemination for himself, and 
to appear with his ballots on election day, 
without previous warning, and attempt ta 
keep the office in the family for 14 years longer 
with its salary of $15,000 a year. The genile- 
man to whom Judge Speir sent word 
that he was satisfied that he was legally dis- 
qualified from holding his present position on 
account of his age said toa TrmEs reporter that 
it was utterly untrue that Gilbert M. Speir, Jr. 
had made any proposition to the County 
Democracy looking toward securing the nomi. 
nation from them, and that his name had not 
been considered by them. This gentleman con-< 
tinued that the County Committee of the 
County Democracy had several names under 
consideration. He thought it quite probable, 
however, that at the meeting of the County 
Democracy to be held to-night Mr. O’Gorman 
will be nominated. 

Mr. O’Gorman has been identified with tha 
County Democracy, and was elected as a dele- 
gate from the Thirteenth Assembly District to 
the State Convention in Albany, Hedid not 
attend the convention, in consequence of the 
fact that he was engaged in the progress of 
an important case in one of the courts. 
The reporter was informed by several of 
the County Democracy leaders that there 
was ro intention upon their part to bring 
forth an election day surprise on next Tues- 
day. They were not satisfied, they said, until 
yesterday that a successor to Judge Speir 
should be elected this year. Demo- 
cratic statesmen not connected with 
this organization declared that they had 
positive information that the County Democ- 
racy managers had ballots containing the 
name of their candidate for Judge of the Su- 
perior Court printed two weeks ago, and that 
the name was Richard O’Gorman. When 
Tammany and Irving Hail learned of this 
it was at once determined to nominates 
Mr. O’Gorman and claim him as their 
candidate, as they did in the case of 
John McKeon, who was known ag 
the County Democrecy’s candidate, _and 
then give the County Democracy the privilege 
of indorsing Mr. O’Gorman’s nomination ag 
they did that of Mr. McKeon. Tammany 
gave Irving Hall the first chance at Mr. O’Gor~ 
man, and is to take its turn this afternoon. 
There is, however, a prospect of a race between 
Tammany and the County Democracy as 
to which organization will first nomi- 
mate Mr. O’Gorman to-day. Ex-Mayor 
Cooper entered the County Democracy’s 
head-quarters at No. 21 West Twenty-fourth- 
street, and displayed a blank which had been 
secured in the Bureau of Election in the Po- 
lice Central Office. This blank had a space 
marked out for the returns for Judge of tha 
Superior Court. ‘The Democrats were forced 
to laugh when they saw that the Republicans 
had not neglected to prepare for the occasion. 

Yesterday morning a meeting of the Repub- 
lican managers of the local canvass, including 
members of the Republican County Commit- 
tee, was held at Police Head-quarters, and 
after brief discussion it was resolved that it 
was advisable and expedient to put in the field 
a Republican candidate for the vacant Judge 
ship. It was deemed wise and proper to run a 
candidate, for the reason that if the claim of 
Judge Speir’s ineligibility is good and is hereaf- 
ter substantiated the Republicans will not have 
allowed the opportunity to go by default, and 
if successful they will fill the place. The gen~ 
tlemen present and coacurring m this view 
were Police Commissioners Mason and French, 
DeWitt C. Wheeler, John J. O’Brien, Com- 
missioner John I. Davenport, Capt. M. Cre- 
gan. James S. Smart, a State Committeeman 5 
Bernard Biglin, and others. The subject o 
choosing a candidate was considered for a few 
moments only, for the gentlemen unanimously 
expressed the opinion that Judge Horace 
Russell, who now holds a seat on the Superior 
Court benchby Gov. Cornell’s appointment, to 
fill the vacancy occasioned by the recent 
death of Judge Sanford, was the most popu- 
lar candidate to be put in the field. A 
vote was taken and-he was deciared the nomi- 
nee, A few minutes later Judge Russell, who 
happened to be in the building at the time, 
appeared before the gentlemen, and being im 
formed of their choice consented to accept tha 
candidature. Steps were at once taken to re- 
call all the judiciary ballots which have been 
thus far distributed in the different districts, 
and to havea new set of tickets printed bear: 
ing the name of Horace Kussell for Judge oi 
the Superior Court with the mamesof the

THE LAW ON THE QUESTION. 


Toareporter of THz Times, last evening, 
Judge David McAdam, of the Marine Court, gave 
the-following opinion in the case of Judge Speirs / 

Article VI., section 13, of the State Constitatiog 
provides that “no person shail hold the office of 


Justice or Judge of any court longer than until 
and imeludine the last. day of December next afted 
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he shail be 70 years of age.” If Judge Speir be- 
came 70 years of age Sept. 14, 1880, his judicial 
term of office expired Dec. 31, 1880. As the oflice 


was not filled by an election or appointment of a 


buccessor, Judge Speir continued to perform its 
duties. and resigned about the middle of August, 
1881. This circumstance raises two questions: 

#irst—As to the legality of Judge Speir’s judicial 
gets during the present year. 

Si ——As tothe manner in which the place is 
now to be filled. 

As to the first question, it is clear that Judge 
Speir’s judicial acts while exercising the functions 
of his office are legal as to third parties, because he 
beld the office by color of legal authority, and must 
at all events be considered a Judge de facto. Upon 
this braneh of the law, Judge Bronson, in The Peo- 
ple vs. Stevens, (5 Hill, at pages 630, 631,) remarked 
that “the peace and A order of society abso- 
lutely require that the acts of an officer de facto 
should be held valid, so far as third persons are 
concerned, * * * No principle is better set- 
tled than that the acts of an officer de 
facto are valid when they concern the pub- 
lic or third persons who have an_ interest 
In the thing to be done.” Judge Speir 
was elected to the office for 14 years from Jan, 1, 
1874, so that, aside from the constitutional limit as 
to aze, his term would not have expired until Dec. 
B1, 1887. Ithas notas yet been judicially deter- 
mined that Judge Speir’s term has expired, and 
the question of his age is one of fact resting until 
judicially established within the bosom of the in- 
dividual particularly affected by it. The Constitu- 
tion contains no directions about determining 
the age of an incumbent of a  judicia 
office. The act of 1870, (chapter 86,"section 8,) pro- 
vides that “tevery person elected * * * Judge 
of the Superior Court of the City of New-York 
* * * ghail within 10 days after he efters on the 
duties of his office make and sign ‘a certificate in 
which he shall state his age and the time when his 
official term will expire, whether by effluxion of 
& full term or by reason of the disability 
of age prescribed in the Constitution. The 
certificate shall be filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State; and the Secretary of State shall 
keep in his office a record in which shall be stated 
the name of every person elected or appointed to 
any Office in this section specified, and the time of 
the commencement and termination of his official 
term.” Under this statute, Judge Speir filed a certi- 
ficate in the office of the Secretary of State, 
omitting his age, but stating that his offieial term 
would expire Dec. 31, 1882. This certificate, having 
been filed pursuant to a statutory requirement, is 
to be taken as presumptive evidence of the facts 
required to be stated in it, so that so far as the 
record is concerned poe pe Speir has lawfully ex- 
ercised the functions of his office until the present 
time, and may continue to exercise them until Dec. 
Bi, 1881. : 

ie is, according to the official record, a Judge 
de jure until that time, and according to the fact 
as now declared, 4. ¢., his arrival at the age of 70 
prior to this year, a Judge de facto until his suc- 
cessor is elected, unless the fact of his age be judi- 
cially determined before that time, in which case 
his” functions will cease with that determination. 
As to the second question, it is equally clear that if 
Judge Speir is 70 years of age a successor must 
be elected at the general election to be held 
next week. Upon this branch of the 
subject, section 9 of the act of 1870, supra, pro- 
vices that ** When the official term of any Justice 
or Judge of * * * the Superior Court * * * 
will expire at the elose of any year. by the effluxion 
of time or the disability of age, the successor of 
sueb Justice or Judge shall be chosen at the pre- 
ceding general election.”” Assuming, therefore, that 
the term expires Deo. 31, 1881, the election of a suc- 
cessor is to be held at the preceding general election, 
which oceurs on the 8th of November, 1881. Sec- 
tion 8 of the act of 1870 provides that ‘*no omis- 
sion of notice shall invalidate any election pro- 
vided for in this act.’”’ Independently of this 
legislative declaration, the Court of Appeals held 
in the case of The People ex rel. Davies against 
Cowles, (18 New-York Rep’s, 350,) that the omis- 
sion of the Secretary of State to callan election 
does not prevent one. That his duties are purely 
ministerial, and the statute upon the subject 
of notice directory and not mandatory. The right 
to public office emanates from the people, and 
their right to select proper incumbents does not 
depend upon the acts of clerical officers, who, 
through oversight or otherwise, fail to call upon 
the people to exercise their right of franchise. 
There is another question which arises subsequent- 
ly, and that is as to the tenure of office of the per- 
son to be elected. ea 

The candidate who receives a majority of the 
yotes for this office at the general election to be 
held next week will hold the office, under the pro- 
visions of the judiciary article of the Constitution, 
for a full term of 14 years from Jan. 1, 1882, so that 
the public are interested in the election of a capa- 
ble official who may bring experience into the oflice 
and honor upon the place.

WHAT JUDGE SPEIR SAYS. 

A reporter of THz Tues was courteously 
received by Judge Speir at his residence, No. 9 
East Thirty-fourth-street, last evening. ‘‘I called 
toinquire about your alleged disqualification for 
the office you hold?” began the reporter. 


“I have no statement to make at present,” re- 
plied Judge Speir. “I know my position full well, 
and the people will find out all about the matter in 
due time.” 

“Were you born Sept. 14, 1810, orthe year suc- 
ceeding?” 

**I must decline to answer your question. I know 
that you reporters are detailed to perform such 
duties as this, and I always trv to grant every re- 
quest that I can, but in this instance I shall be com- 
pelled to refuse you the information that you de- 
sire for reasons that I do not eare to disclose now.”’ 

“ T believe that it is necessary for an official hold- 
ing a position like yours to send in his resignation 
to the Secretary of State 90 days before the elec- 
tion to choose his successor. I donot wish to ap- 
pear impertinent, but 1 should like to inquire 
whether it was an oversight on your part in wait- 
ing until after a portion of that period had ex- 
pired before you tendered yeur resignation ?”’ 

Judge Speir laughed and responded: “I cannot 
answer your question now. Under the cireum- 
stances, I must keep my own counsel. It is best to 
say nothing.” 

“If you will permit me I will ask yon one more 
question. How is your family name spelled?” 

**8-p-e-i-r. It has never been spelled 8-p-i-e-r. 
Now, as I have expressed a disinclination to talk 
on the subject at this time, I must insist on declin- 
Ing to answer any more questions. AsI said, I 
know my position, and I am not at all disturbed by 
the stories that haye been circulated.” 

“It bas been said that your son, Gilbert M, Speir, 
Jr., wishes to be named as yoursuccessor in office,” 
the reporter remarked. © 

“That is all moonshine,’ exclaimed Judge 
-Speir. ‘Such a thing was never thought of either 

my son or myself.”

WHAT MAYOR GRACE SAYS TO THE POLICE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Mayor Grace sent to the Police Commis- 
sloners yesterday the following letter concerning 
the collection ofassessments for political purposes 
from the Police force: 

Mayor’s OFFIcE, NEW-YORK, Nov. 4. 
fo the Beard of Police Commissioners : 

GENTLEMEN: The fact has been brought to my atten- 
tion officially that an assessment for political pur- 

ses has been levied upon members of the Police 
orce and other a of the City Government. 
These assessments, as | am informed from sources 
which permit of no doubt as to the truth of the state- 
ment, are now in process of collection. I regard this 
as a wrong of the first magnitude; first, as against the 
people of this Municipality, and, second, as against 
hose from whom the assessments are demanded. it 
is impossible that our politics should ever be purified 
or our public service ever putupon a proper footing 
if such practices are to prevail. I deem it my duty to 
the City and to the cause of good government to call 
— attention to the fact that the power of office is 

eing misused for the purpose of corruptly cajoling 
or extorting money from our public servants for 
partisan political purposes, and I most earnestly call 
upon you to make all proper and necessary inguiries 
©: your subordinates in order that you may be en- 
abied to immediately stop any such practice. And 
through yon I would say to your subordinates that 
I will receive at my office any complaint which they 
or any of them may havetomake concerning any 
assessment which may have been, or may be, levied 
upon them, or any request from their superior oMcers 
for the payment of nioney for political uses. As the 
representative of the people of this City I protest em- 

hatically against the prostitution of official power 
for corrupt purposes of the character described, and 
ZI call upon you toaid me by your best endeavor in the 
suppression of the evil, and [request that you offi- 
Clally advise your subordinates that tney siall under 
mo circumstances pay any assessment or make any 
contribution through their fellows or superiors for

JUSTICE CALLAHAN RETIRES. 
Justice John Callahan yesterday announced 


that he had withdrawn from the contest for Civil 


Justice in the First Judicial District. When he 
was nominated by Irving Hall forre-election to the 
office which he has held for six years he confident- 
ly exvected, and believed that he was entitled to, 
the indorsement of Tammany Hall. Just before 
the holding of the Tammany convention there 
was an unseemly scramble for the place between 
ex-Justice Denis Quinn, ex-Pelice Justice Patrick 
Gavan Duffy, Dr. John G. Boyd, and others for the 
place. Dr. Boyd was disposed of by being nomi- 
nated for State Senator against Senator Edward 
Hogan. Ex-Justice Duffy was led out of the con- 
test by the persuasive talk of the leaders of the 
organization, who promised to secure his reap- 
pointment as Police Justice, and ex-Justice Quinn 
received the nomination for Ciyil Justice. It was 
candidly admitted by Tammany residents of the 
district that a more unpopular and weak nomi- 
nation than that of Quinn could not have been 
made, Fnends of Justice Callahan did their 
utmost to get Quinn out of the race, and it is said 
that he was asked to name the price of his with- 
drawal. A County Democracy leader says that 
Quinn promptly fixed the price at $15,000, 
and that this figure could not_be reached by 
Callahan.

A REPENTANT SUICIDE. 


TAKING A DOSE OF MORPHINE AND THEN 


BEGGING FOR LIFE. 
MERIDEN, Conn,, Noy. 4.—John L. Weston, 
a blacksmith, of middle age, of this place, enjoyed 
a vigorous repentance foran attempt to commit 


suicide last night, and though he is very sick to- 


day, the physicians think he will recover. Hoe 
swallowed 10 grains of morphine in a fit of 


anger last evening, enough to kill five 
ordinary men. He had been 4drinking, 
and when he went to supper. his son, 
a young man of 20, was indignant, and high words 
followed. The father ate his supper. and then 
went to Wilcox’s drug store and bought 10 grains 
of morphine. As he had frequently bought smaller 
quantities there, the clerk sold the drug to him 
Without hesitation, Weston returned home, mixed 
the whole of the morphine in some water, and 
drank 1t. 

Then he changed his mind, and hastened back to 
the drug store and begged for emetics and anti- 
dotes, saying that he had swallowed tke 10 grains 
by mistake. His mouth was dry, and his eyes pro- 
ruding then. Two powerful emetics were 
given him, but they did not operate. He 
dashed across the street to another drug 
store, where two more were administered, 
the last one being 20 grains of  sul- 
phate of zinc. That had the desired effect. A 
doctor was summoned, who gave antidotes, and 
three or four men began walking the sufferer up 
and down the streets. This was at 8 o’clock, 
and the mem walked with their patient until 
5 o’eclock this morning. At times he wanted 
to give up the struggle, especially about midnight 
when it seemed as if the fatal drowsiness would 
overpower him, but his companigns foreed him to 
keep moving until they considered him out of dan- 
ger. Once last night he said that he should try to 
kill himself again, and that next time he would do 
the job more thoroughly.

FOREIGN BUSINESS MATTERS. 
FEATURES OF THE LEADING ENGLISH MAR- 


KETS DURING THE WEEK. 


Lonvon, Nov. 4.—The Manchester Guardian, 
in its commercial article, this morning, says: ** The 
market is quiet, with small business. Where sell- 
ers are slightly easier to deal with considerable gales 
are occasionally effected, especially of some de- 
scriptions of export yarns, chiefly for China and 
the Levant. The cloth market is steady.”

Beet was 
offered more freely. Refined was rather lower, 
The tea deliveries were large. India was steadier. 
China was inactive. The lower grades of Congou 
sold at easier rates. There were some speculative 
operations in new Burmah rice for shipment early 
in 1882. Cargoes afloat are difficult tosell. Pepper 
was quiet. Cloves were firmer. : : : 

LrverPooL, Nov. 4.—A leading grain cir- 
cular says: ‘* The provincial markets have been 
firmer, though generally quiet, Cargoes off coast 
have been in better request at an advance of about 
Gd. for red winter. A fair business has been done 
for shipment, chiefly im Californians. The wheat 
transactions on the spot since Tuesday have been 
moderate at the currencies of that day. Corn was 
strong atan advance ot Kd. There was an aver- 
age attendance at to-day’s market. Prices were 
firm, end there was a moderately good consump- 
tive demand. ‘Tuesday’s prices were generally re- 
peated for wheat. Allkinds of flour were slow of 
sale, but without notable change. Corn, with 
rather less offering and with a fair request, was 
more buoyant.” 

This week's circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: ‘‘Cotton was in good 
demand on Friday and Saturday of last week, and 
there has been a fair amount of business since; 
but, with some pressure to sell, prices have par- 
tially declined. American was in good demand, 
but was very freely offered. Upland and Mobile, 
low middling to good middling, declined 1-16d. In 
Sea Island there was a tair business at unchanged 
rates. Futures, after a decline of 3-32d. in the mid- 
dle of the week, close firm at Thursday’s rates.”’

SOUTHERN PACIFIC LITIGATION. 

San Francisco, Nov. 4.—A Yuma dispatch 
says: “In the injunction suit of the Southern 
Pacific Company of Arizona against the Texas 
and Pacific Company, the latter has filed 
in the | office of the Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court here a notice of a motion 
to dissolve the injunction,a demurrer, and an 
answer. The answer denies that the plaintiff is or 
ever was owner or entitled to the possession of the 


real property claimed by the plaintiff. It asserts 
that the plaintiff, or the Central Paeific Company, 
isin wrongful possession of lands traversed by 
the plaintiff's road. It denies that it ever was the 
intention of the defendant to institute more than 
one suit; that the defendant is insolvent; that the 
defendant ever abandoned or ceased working the 
road; that the Southern Pacific R-ilroad 
Company will in one year have a continuous line 
f transcontinental railway extending from San 
Francisco to Galveston, or that the lands 
in Arizona over which the Southern 
Pacifie passes are public lands. It asserts 
that the routes of the Southern Pacific and the 
Texas Pacific are identical, and that by the doc- 
trine ef accession the road became the prop- 
erty of the defendants; and as a_ counter- 
claim the answer sets out the object of the 
incorporation of the Texas and _ (Pagific 
Company, its privileges under the francaise 
granted by Congress, and all the _ facets 
ac length going to show that the said company has 
performed all the necessary acts required by the 
terms of its charter. 


THE CHRISTIANCY SCANDAL. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—In the Christiancy 
divorce case to-day the examination of the hack- 
man, Dennis Bland was resumed by stipulation of 
counsel, the defendants having the privilege of re- 
butting, if they wished, the testimony that he 
might give. Mrs. Christiancy entered the exami- 
ner’s room a short time before the session opened, 
and seemed a good deal disturbed. She said that 
she did not see the necessityfor her coming; that 


the hackman wouid say she was the person whom 
he drove to the St. James Hotel whether 
it wastrne ornot. In talking about it she became 
quite excited, but was finally pacified by her coun- 
sel. When the witness was: confronted by Mrs. 
Christiancy and was asked if she was the person 
whom he drove to the hotel on Christmas Day, 
1879, he hesitated for a moment, and the counsel 
repeated the question.

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LIEZUT. FLIPPHER’S TRIAL. 

THE TWO SEPARATE CHARGES—NOW ON 
TRIAL FOR EMBEZZLEMENT AND FALSE 
STATEMENTS, 3 H 

GaLverston, Texas, Nov. 4.—A special dis- 
patch, dated Nov. 3, from Fort Davis, Texas, tothe 
News, says: ‘‘ Before proceeding to arraign Lieut. 
Flipper en the original charges this morning, the 
Judge-Advocate stated that it would not be proper 
to present the additional charges against the ac- 
cused officer which have been preferred since the 
original charges unless the prisoner voluntarily 
agreed that the two sets of charges should becom- 
bined and tried at the same time by the original 
-court as now coustituted. Capt. Barber, counsel 
for the defendant, asked if the Judge-Advocate 
would agree that the court as now constituted 
should try both charges in case the defendant pre- 
ferred to be tried on the charges separate, to 
which he replied that he was not authorized to 
make any such agreement, but that if the second 
trial was held at the same time those detailed 
would be called upon to act so far as he knew. 
The court then adjourned until this morning to en- 
able the accused to determine which course to 
pursue. 

A special dispatch to the News from Fort Davis 
ones: “At the opening of the court to-day Lieut. 
Flipper said he would accept the Judge Advocate’s 
suggestion to try the original and additional charces 
together, and would waive the right of challenging 
the court as now organized and consent to a 
reswearing and going to trial on both sets of 
charges, but declined to ask it. The Judge said 
the refusal to ask it would make necessary 
two separate trials. Lieut. Flipper was then 
arraigned, charged with the embezzlement of 
$3,791 77 between July 8 and Aug. 13, 1881, 
of the public money; with making falso state- 
ments in writing to the commanding officer on the 
9th, 16th, and 23d of July, to the effect 
that he had transmitted the above amount 
to the chief commanding officer; with 
presenting a frudulent cheek for $1,446 45 
to the commanding officer, then submitting 
funds to him on July 2, and with making additional 
false statements on Aug. 15 in reference to trans- 
mitting these funds to the chief commander. To 
these charges Lieut. Flipper pleaded not guilty. 

The first witness testified that he took command 
March 1, and found Lieut. Flipper in charge of 
the Commissaro Dgpartment; on July 6 witness 
told Lieut. Flipper tp remit the commissary funds, 
and from the usual reports understood that he 
had complied; on Aug. 10 witness received a tele- 
gram from the Chief Commissary stating that 
the funds had not been received; witness asked 
Lieut. Flipper what had become of them; ho 
could not explain, but said he was sure the 
funds had been sent. Onthe evening of the 12th 
wituess became satisfied that Lieut, Fiip- 
per’s statements were false, and notified 
him that his quarters would be searched. 
Lieut. Fiipper ‘was _ placed under arrest. 
Search revealed $2,800 worth of checksin a box, 
which were the checks which had been pre- 
sented as publio funds by Flipper: among thema 
spurious check for $1,450; discontinued the search 
and had Flipper sent to the guard-house; vis- 
ited him afterward; exhibited telegram from 
the San Antonio National Bank  sayiag 
he never had deposited there and was 
not authorized to draw. Flipper acknowledged 
the spuriousness of the check; when asked 
where __ the money was said he did 
not know unless it had heen stolen. 
He would eharge no one with the theft; he 
thought he could make good the short- 
age if. permitted to see friends in town: they 
visited him in prison; witness afterward 
consented to release Lieut, Flipper upon pay- 
ment of the amount of the shortage, which 
was done. The cross-examination tended only 
vo strengthen the testimony by more positive 
statements. Witness said that up to this affair, so 
far as his knowledge extended, Lieut. Flipper had 
been straight in all his transactions,

TRYING A WOMAN FOR MURDER. 

LirtLe Rock, Ark., Nov. 4.—The trial of 
Miss Stdkes for the murder of Miss Me- 
linda Stevens began in the Clarke Coun- 
ty Circuit Court, at Arkadelphia, yes- 
terday. The killing occurred near Mineral 


Springs, Howard County, last April, but the 
.case was taken from that connty to Clarke 
on a change of venue. The particulars 
of the tragic affair are as follows: The Stokes and 
Stevens families are among the best and most 
respected in the county. Sarah Stokes is 
a@ young lady of 17% or 18 yexrs. It 
was claimed by Miss Stokes not long ago that a sis- 
ter of the murdered woman had made frequent re- 
marks about her of an uncomplimentary character. 
On the day of the murder Miss Stokes, having 
heard something that angered her extremely, 
mounted her horse, and, accompanied by her 
sister, started out ig search of Miss Stevens. 
The sisters rode to the Stevens residence, but the 
young lady whom they sought was not there. 
They pushed on to the town, and 
made a hurried inspection of the _ stores. 
They failed to find the object of their search, and 
returning called again at the Stevens residence. 
Their loud talking brought out Miss Melinda, 
@ younger sister of the girl Miss Stokes 
was seeking. ‘They commenced quarreling at once, 
and in reply to something Miss Stokes said about 
her sister, Melinda started forward. Miss Stokes 
threw herself from her horse, and the 
two girls met near the gate.. Miss Stokes 
Grew a knife from her bosom and 
plunged the blade into the neck of her 
antagonist, who died in avery short time. At 
the Coroner’s inquest astone was found tightly 
clasped in the dead girl’s hand. The high respecta- 
bility of all the persons connected with the affair 
has awakened deep interest in the trial.

A HEALTH OFFICER'S GROSS NEGLEOT.

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IRELAND'S SECOND CRISIS 


GOVERNMENT AND LAND LEAGUE 
AT ISSUE ON THE NEW LAW. 


SIGNS OF MORE SERIOUS CONFLICT—‘‘ NO 
RENT’’ THH CRY OF THE LEAGUE—THE 
COUNTRY WITH MR. GLADSTONE IN 
SPITE OF HIS GRAVE MISTAKES—WHEN 


HE "HAS GONE WRONG, 


Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The present troubles 
in Ireland lie at the immediate door of Mr. 
Gladstone, not for the reasons charged agatast 
him by the Land League; not because he is a 
malicious and spiteful Minister with anger in 
his heart against Ireland; but for the very op- 
posite reasons that he is tender, trustful, 
sanguine of the effect of generous concessions, 
and vain of his personal power. When Lord 
Beaconsfield went out of office he warned the 


incoming Premier of the condition of Ireland, 
handed .over state documents which justified 


the warning, and advised the renewal of the 
special legislative acts of protection which 
were on the eve of termination. Mr. Gladstone 
refused the advice and took the earliest op- 
portunity to ‘‘ pooh-pooh”’ it ina public speech, 
declaring the condition’of Ireland eminently 
satisfactory, ard declining to ask Parliament 
for even the shortest possible renewal of the 
Peace Freservation act. At a later day cir- 
cumstances compelled him to act upon and 
carry outsome features of the Tory policy, 
but generally he has reversed it, and not al- 
ways for the better. Once or twice during the 
Beaconsfield Administration feelers were put 


‘out in regard to “the pacification of Ireland,” 


as it was called, and Lord Beaconsfield, if only 
for the sake of his party, would only have 
been glad to do great things toward comfort- 
ing the sister island. But on careful inquiry 
he found the demands of tho professed Irish 
agitators were so far beyond his capacity of 
‘land confiscation” that he hesitated to move, 
and the Irish Party therefore went against him. 
Mr. Gladstone by the aid of the Irish voters 
(it turned out afterward that he would have 
triumphed witheut them) came into power. 
While stepping far short of the unwholesome 
motto, ‘** To the victor the spoils,’’ Mr. Glad- 
stone has always shown himself grateful to 
his friends, Acknowledging the journalistic 
aid of the editor of the (cho, a priat which is 
generally lool@d upon as disloyal both to the 
Crown and the Constitution, he spoke of re- 
wards being due to those who had borne the 
heat and brunt of the battle, and his indorse- 
ment carried the editor into the House of Com- 
mons. Mr. Gladstone is grateiul and he is 
kindly. He preferred to trust Ireland and do 
the fullest justice to her rather than first to 
take bonds for her good behavior and then in- 
quire into her grievances and redress them. 
Even when every step he took in the path of 
conciliation was obstructed by acts of base 
ingratitude and rebellion, he still went on. It 
was as if while unbinding the thongs of a pris- 
oner the captive struck at him as his limbs 
were freed. Butsoit was; and yet the Min- 
ister continued his work, turning his other 
cheek to the smiter. Outrage and murder 
stalked through Ireland unchecked. The peace- 
ful people cried aloud against the lawless, but 
Mr. Gladstone practically said: “I will do 
nothing until I have redressed Irish grievances, 
and when thatis done you will see that mere 
agitators and time-servers will lose their power ; 
that legislative generosity will kill the Land 
League.”” Opponents and a few friends inand 
out of the press told him that cutting the ground 
from beneath the Land League by giving them 
all and more than they had asked for at the 
outset would only exasperate such men as 
Parnell and Davitt and the rest who had been 
made by the agitation; but earnest and sincere 
himself, Mr. Giadstone wonld not believe that 
there are Irish *‘ patriots” who desire nothing 
better than to keep ia active agitation ‘‘a sea 
of trouble’ upon which they and their pirati- 
cal craft may thrive and become famous. And 
so this tender-hearted Minister, the accom- 
plished orator and Homeric philosopher, finds 
that his misfaken kindness has only, so far as 
the professed agitators go, sown the whirl- 
wind, and that he has now to reap the tempest. 

In the fulminations of the Land League 
there is nothing more disgraceful than the 
persistent effort to traduce and misinterpret 
the English character, and to import into the 
present outburst of passion the hatred of race. 
No opportunity is lost that can bring to the 
front every possible motive of antagonism in 
this direction, The latest manifesto of the 
League fulminates against ‘‘ English brutal- 
ity’? and appeals to “the memories” of ‘* the 
Irish race.” Of course, America is held up, or 
rather the Irish in America, as the encourag- 
ing force behind the patriots at home. ‘In 
the course of the struggle our exiled brothers 
in America may be relied upon to contribute, 
if necessary, as many millions of money as 
they have contributed thousands to starve 
out landlordism and bring English tyran- 
ny to its kmees.’?’ Poor exiled brothers 
in America! Do they understand that 
the landlerd really is dethroned? that he 
has been compelled by Mr. Gladstone to 
share hisancient rights and his treasured acres 
with his tenant? Do the “exiled brothers” in 
America quite know that the ‘‘English ty- 
rants’ have forced the landlord to take his 
tenant to his bosom as a partner? Do they 
realize the fact that the Ulster custom is the 
law of Ireland? Are they aware that privi- 
leges far beyond any enjoyed by English, 
Scotch, or Welsh, have been granted to the 
Irish tenants? Do they know that the rebel- 
lion to-day is against a land act which has 
practically given over the contro! of his hold- 
ing from landlord to tenant? The great 
honest Irishmen who sit in Parliament out- 
side the Land lLeaguo know it and 
acknowledge it. The vast majority of the 
Irish people know it and ask to be allowed 
to benefit by the Governmont concessions, 
But the Land League has other views. The 
Gladstone Government having, by reason of 
its great strength and its chief’s beld generosity, 
been able to pass a iand bill of unprecedented 
liberality to the tenant, the Land League takes 
it as the cue for rebellion, and calls upon the 
tenant and his ‘‘exiled brothers” to stand 
fast against ‘‘Emglish despotism !’’ The Par- 
nell position is as illogical as itis ungrateful, 
and the authorsof it are beginning to find 
that ‘the worm will turn,” by which sema- 
what undignified illustration I mean that 
there is a point at which Mr. Glad- 
stone may no longer be trifled with 
and defied, To-day English opinion is 
with him. Itshrugs its shoulders and says, 
“it is his own fault,’’ but it will support him 
in the most vigorous measures he may take for 
putting down ruffianism and rebellion. Saida 
distinguished American to me some time ago: 
“Show America that you do not allow sedi- 
tion and conspiracy to hold up their heads in 
your own Parliament, show us that your Gov- 
ernment can deal out justice to Parnell as weil 
as to common loafers, and you will see that 
America will not be behindkand in doing her 
strict duty in regard to what may be called 
acts of war on the part of the Irish in America, 
It is absurd for your newspapers to huw! over 
Trish threats made in New-York when Parnell 
and Sexton and Dillon are using language just 
as bad in your own counitry.”’ 

The news cabled to-day in regard to the at- 
tempt to fire the Cunard steamer Bothnia 
seems to excite more of a feeling of contempt 
than fear. If it was a Fenian plot it is quite 
in keeping with the demoniac policy that has 
always presided over that organization, and it 
is in keeping with the present hostilities which 
are tracking the course of the Land act in Ire- 
land. The Irish idea, or let me bo just and say 
the Land League, or Fenian, idea seems to be ta 
hurt somebody, to kill something, to do mate- 
rialdamage. ‘‘ Disregard of persons” is tho 
most remarkable feature in the action of *‘ the 
exiled brothers” and their friends and 
subseription mongers at home The 
shop-windows they are breaking in 
Dublin are Trish shop-windows; the 
cattle that are ham-strung and mutilated are 
Irish cattle; the tenants who are molested are 
Trish tenants; the landlords, too, who are wor- 
ried and shot are Irish landlords; the steamers 
that are threatened with fire carry lrish and 
Amorican passengers, The Daily Vews to-day 
in an editorial says, of course the League will 
repudiate the attempt to fire the Bothnia, but 
but while ready to accept it the editor would 
like to hear some one having authority dis- 
claiming and denouncing the evigrammatic 
utterances of Mr. Patrick A. Collins, of 
Boston, President of the Land League in 
America, who, in welcoming to the United 
States the emissaries of the Land League in 
Ireland, exclaimed: ‘‘Let England beware, 
jest by imprisoning Irishmen she does not set 
dynamite free!’ The Daily News points out 
that this declamation, the meaning of which is 
not open to dispute, was made, without being 
repudiated by them, in the presence of Mr. T. 
P. O'Connor, member of Parliament, and Mr. 
‘Egan. The Staneard evidentiv finds consola- 
tion in regard to the Bothnia business in the 
fact that the United States are as closely con- 
cerned as Exgland in the safetv of Atlantic 


liners. ‘‘It will be found,” says the Standard, 
** that there are limits to license even in the 
United States.” If the writer of this line knew 
the United States he might have said that 
‘“Jicense’”’ has a much wider m in 


the United Kingdom than in the United States, 
The anarchy that has existed for the past two 
years in Ireland, the rebellious declarations 
that have been made in the English House of 
Commons, the ‘‘stabs af the Union” inflicted 
in print and on public platforms, would not 
have been permitted to go in the United 


States against law and order and the Union 


for a week, much less for two years. Rioting 
in a city of the American Union is put down 
with promptitude and withahigh hand. There 
is, perhaps, ne more freedom under the repub- 
lican flag than there is under our tg 
standard, but there isso much geruine lib- 
erty of speech and action that the outrage of 
“‘mob law,” the attack of the riotous against 
the peaceful, open attempts to destroy the 
Union, conspiracies against the Constitution 
and the law—these acts of ‘* license” are not 
trifled with as they are in Great Britain. It 
would bea far more correct recognition of his- 
toric fact to say ‘‘there is a limit to license 
even in Great Britain,” ana the remark wouid 
be singularly appropriate at the moment 
when Mr. Gladstone is taking, as he himself 
confesses, ‘the first steps” toward the main- 
tenance of law and order in Ireland, 

The general opinion is that the crisis has 
come, and that the crisis is a fight between the 
Government and the Land League on a settled 
aud clear basis. It is a contest between the 
Leaguo and the law, the former openly defy- 
ing tho law and the Government of Great 
Britain pledged to the nation to uphold the 
law. The contention is further simplified by 
the definite issue put forth by the Land 
League—'‘ No Rent.” Tho Land League man- 
ifesto, if it is vague on other points, is explicit 
here, andit forces the hands of both parties, If 
the tenant accepts the dictation of the League, 
the tenant will surely be forcibly evicted and 
lose the bendfits of the act, It is rather a hard 
test of devotion to leaders that is thus re- 
quired of men who, with the paradise of 
rights in their holdings and other cher- 
ished privileges just opening before them, 
must turn out into the chilling byways 
of a losing conflict sustained by the charitable 
offerings of ‘‘ brothers in exile,” while other 
Irishmen take up the vacated homesteads un- 
der the protection of law and order, It isa 
cruel test of “loyalty to the Land League” 


which Parnell demands of the newly enfran-" 


chised tenants—as bitter a return for their 
previous support as it is ungrateful to the one 
British Minister who is conspicuous above all 
others for his great liberal Irish measures. 
How far the tenants will respond to the call of 
tho League remains to be seen. The situation 
is too strained for the crisis to last very long. 
It is quite possible that many credulous and ill- 
advised farmers will sacrifice themselves and 
their families and suffer eviction, some of them 
in the false belief that America will come to their 
aid, for itis a favorite argument of persuasion 
that at the last moment the United States will, 
in alliance with Ireland, declare war against 
England, An Irishman from the western dis- 
triets of “the most distressful country” tells 
me that “hundreds of really intelligent Irish- 
men believe and preach this faith in the inter- 
vention of the United States,.some of them be- 
lieving that the lrish in America will soon have 
the Government of the United States in their 
own hands entirely.’? At the latest meeting 
of the Land League the speakers did not allow 
the fact that many of their colleagues are in 
prison to gag their utterances. Having read 
and adopted the manifesto of defiance signed 
by Parnell, Kettle, Davitt, Brennan, Dillon, 
Sexton, and Egan, allin durance except the 
latter, who is in Paris, the Chairman, the 
Rev. Mr. Cantwell Thurles, delivered an in- 
flammable address, and promised the resisters 
of English authority the sympathy and sup- 
port ef the Catholic priesthood. At the same 
time he did not preach physical, but passive, 
resistance. Whether the preachers advocate 
this with a nod and a wink that suggests an 
opposite course it is hard tosay. If they do 
not, then their advice evidently falls upon dull 
ears., Last night Dublin was made hideous by 
mobs who stoned the Police, smashed windows, 
and sacked houses, Tram-cars were pelted, 
the Post Office was stoned, and many harm- 
less persons were injured. The public com- 
plain that the Police did not interfere until 
much damage had been done. Similarly, the 
Lord Mayor complained that a few days pre- 
viously the Police had done too much. His 


| Worship, however, after an interview with 


Mr. Forster, took this back and apologized, it 
being clearly shown that the previous action 
of the Police had prevented the necessity 
of calling out troops, the end of 
which might have beem a_ serious scene 
of bloodsked. Many of the Dublin rioters 
have been taken into custody, and numerous 
arrests among Land League officers have been 
made. Mr. Forster had to be guarded through 
the streets. The League have decided not to 
hold any more open meetings, but to act in 
secret, There is to be a Government inquiry 
into the recent rioting in Limerick. Even to- 
day, in the old parts of that city, nearly all the 
stores are clesed, ‘*in compliance with the 
placards issued by the Parnellites.” Fresh 
outbreaks are threatoned, and the local Con- 
stabulary is being strengthened. The au- 
thorities ordered the publie houses to be closed 
from 5 last evening until this morning asa 
precautionary measure against an expected 
riotous organization. Last night bands of armed 
men paraded Mill-street, County Cork, warn- 
ing tenants not to pay any rent until Parnell 
and his colleagues are released. Mr. O’ Donnell 
who escaped from Dublin to Liverpool on the 
eva of expected arrest, has addressed a meet- 
ing at the last-mentioned city, denouncing 
Mr. Gladstone as ‘‘a Judas who had be- 
trayed Ireland by the kiss of peace to the 
persecutor and the torturer.’”? He also seemed 
to intimate that the ‘‘ uniformed ruffians’” who 
broke the peace in Drbiin arein the pay of 
the Government for the ‘infernal purpose”’ of 
exciting the Irish people to a hopeless insur- 
rection. If this kind of assertion were not 
ositively wicked if would be amusing. Mr. 
siggar, member of Parliament, and Mr. Ar- 
thur O’Connor appear to have preferred not to 
run the risk of incarceration in Ireland. They 
came over to Holyhead last night. Mr. Big- 
gar, it is said, however, will return to Ireland, 
but Mr. O’Connor says he shall stay and help 
the good cause from the safer ground of Eng- 
land. Further reinforcements of troops are 
being sent across the channel, and, though 
stringent orders go eut that they are not to be 
employed except in the last emergency they 
will certainly make short work of anything 
like am open insurrection. M. Rochefort, in 
an article in the Paris Intransigeant, gives aid 
and comfort to the Parnellites. He says when 
Parnell, O’Kelly, and Egan called om him and 
asked for his support he told them to go in 
boldly for ‘‘‘the Irish republic,” and the 
French Radicals, who are free-thinkers, would 
not ask them what religion they profess. He 
regards the presen§6 outbreak as_ the 
result of his advice, and, while he 
blandly disagrees with tho SEnglish 
Government placing difficultiesin the way of 
the distribution of arms among ‘‘the insurg- 
ents,” he says rifles can easily be smuggled 
into the country. Hesays English landlords 
get drunk every night by 9 o’clock, and he 
thinks the general drunkenness of the territo- 
rial class will make their expulsion a certainty 
by the lrish people. Ho does not say this in 
so many words, but the effect of his silly 
article tends to that conclusion. There is no 
ignorance so dense as French ignorance. 

Tho friends of Mr. Gladstone’s Government 
are surprised to learn from to-day’s New-York 
dispatches that the American press is opposed 
to the Liberal action. If the party in power 
had been Lord Beaconsfield, Lord Salisbury, 
Sir Stafford Northcote, and others of the Con- 
servative rulers, they would have expected the 
principal American papers to be against them, 
secing that,as a rule, the journalists of the 
United States side with Liberal Cabinets, and 
never in tke history of English Cabinets have we 
had so radical a Government as the present— 
Gladstone, Bright, Chamberlain, Forster, 
Dilke. ‘If theso names aro not guarantees to 
our American cousins that justice will be done, 
and that temperately and with temder regard 
for liberty and honor and all that is right- 
eous,’’ an Indepencent member of Parliament 
has said, ‘‘then what have we to offer the 
Republic in the way of statesmen whose 
high purpose and unsullied honor the United 
States can trust?’ There was a certain cyn- 
icism in his manner which conveyed a sneer, 
and he is one of many who, while they will 
support the Government through thick and 
thin in their present sction, cannot disguise 
their indignation against the Cabinet for per- 
mitting Lreland to drift into its present rebel- 
licus and disorganized condition. The country 
has literally been governed by the Land 
League and their ‘‘ exiled brothers” for over a 
year, and the supremacy of the law is not 
going to be suddenly restored without a good 
deal of trouble and it may be the shed- 
ding of blood. Mr. Gladstone is sick. He 
still believes himself to be a young man. Not 
feeling well, he went out with his axe and 
felled a tree. i ago the tree took in his en- 
ergetic imagination the aspect of, Mr. Parnell. 
Anyhow he cut it down. Buttbe weather just 
now israwanddamp. The Premier caught 
cold, and yesterday he was confined to his 
room. Sensitive to a fault, and an intense ad- 
mirer of the American Nation, to be burned 
in effigy in New-York, even by the Irish, will 
aftiict him very muck.

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FINE ART IN PHILADELPHIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 4.—An Autumnal 6% 
hibition of pictures in this city was once believed 
to be impracticable, as it was held that the Spring 
exhibition of the Academy of the Fine Arts ex- 
hausted the resources of the art guild, as also the 
interest of the community. This seasonthere are 
to be two exhibitions, and the contributions te 
both, now at hand, are important and valuable. 
Whether or not the public will sustain the two 


concurrently remains to be seen, but there ts @ 
great deal of interest awakening, and the old say- 


ing that competition is the life of trade may find a 
new iliustration in their rival attractions. How 
the dual display came to be made may be stated 
briefiy as follows: 

_Three years ago the Philadelphia Society of Ar 
tists determined to hold an exhibition in Novem: 
ber, and by dint of hard work intelligently directed 
it carried out its undertaking with great success, 
The collection last Fall proved especially attractive, 
both to picture lovers and to picture buyers. The 
exhibitions were held at the Academy of the Fine 
Arts, there being no other suitable galleries in the 
city. But this year, on making application for the 
building, the artists were informed they could not 
have it, the Directors of the Academy stating that 
they intended to hold a November exhibition 
themseives. Nothing daunted, the artists secured 
desirable — in Chestnut-street, between 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets, and during 
the Summer have been actively at work mak: 
ing preparatious to get up an_ exhibition 
surpassing any they have yet held, some 
of them remaining in town during the entire sea- 
s0n to superintend the alterations of their build« 
ing and to carry on the other labors incident to 
the undertaking. Leading American artists at 
home and abroad were invited to contribute, and 
the responses have been so numerous that close 
selections will require to be made, and an overflow 
exhibition has eyen been talked of. The work has 
been vigorously pushed in every department, and 
With such system and order that the contributions 
are now being received, registered, aud properly 
cared for as fast as they arrive without being 
subjected to the risks of preliminary  stor- 
age aud handling. The members of the 
craft here have done their “level best,” and 
their works in the exhibition will put art in Phuila- 
delphia on a higher plane than ever before occu- 
pied. James B. Sword, Prosper M. Senat, Thomas 
B. Craig, Thomas Eakin, Philip B. Hahs, George 
C. Lambdin, H. T. Cariss, Stephen Parrish, Milne 
Ramsey, N. H. Trotter send in the most creditable 
works they have yet produced, and indeed eve 
artist in the city has apparently taken an enthasi- 
astic interest in imparting the highest possible“ 
character to the collection. They are not mo 
nopolizing the space, however, the society being on 
the contrary disposed to give artists from New- 
York and Boston, London, Paris, and Munich the 
best opportunities the occasion affords. The sales of 
pictures other than those of Philadelphia painters 
at the society’s exhibition last November amounted 
to $16,000, and the brethren here hope to do quite 
as well by their friends from abroad this season, 
The hanging room, however, is limited in the pres 
ent galleries, and as no pictures will be hung either 
skyward Gr groundward, not many more than 500 
The leading men here are, there- 
fore, sacrificing some of their own contributions, 
severai of them sending only one picture. 

That the guild elsewhere has been generously 
considered the following list of New-York artists 
represented by from one to four pictures will 
abundantly testify: J. Carroll Beekwith, J. H.

The exhibition opening is announced for Mon- 
day, Nov. 14, and as the galleries are already in 
good order and the work of hanging well forward, 
it will undoubtedly be ready on time. 

In the meantime the Academy authorities have 
been so farfrom idle that they are now free to 
promise one of the most important collections 
brought together in this city since the Centennial 
The magnates of the institution have taken an ac- 
tive personal interest in the matter and brought all 
their resources to the task of securing contribu: 
tions. The managers of the Academy made the 
very liberal offer to the artists in Europe that they 
would bring contributions here, sell themif prac 
ticable, and if unsold return them without cost. 
They have obtained a large number of im: 
portant works, including most of the Ameri- 
can pictures in the Paris Salon. The 
exhibition will certainly be a very large one, some 
of our young painters abroad taking the opportu. 
nity to send home a goodly stock of their works. 
The Academy has ample room and can aecommo- 
date them all, and as to the character of the collec- 
tion one of the Directors recently said: * We have 
a much larger proportion of good pictures and less 
of trash than ever before.”” The exbibition was to 
have been opened last Monday, but as the pictures 
pa a not all hung the opening was postponed one 
week.

BNGLAND AND OUR REVOLUTION.

The difference in the importance which hk 
attached to the war of independence in the mind 
of the American and In that of the Englishman is, 
of course, immense, and naturally go. To the for 


mer the spot upon which each skirmish was fought 
is sacred ground; while the dearth of exciting in: 
cident in their short national and colonial history 
drives the author and the poet with never-ceasing 
freshness to those with us almost forgotten fieids 
for his story and his lay. The names and deeds oj 
each General have heen imprinted on the mind of 
the American from his youth up. When the whole 
facts of the case are borne in mind, and when it 
is recollected what a sorry figure we cut as a 
nation throughout the whole business, there 
is nothing very remarkable, perhaps, in the 
oblivion to which British literature has con- 
signed those ill-starred campaigns. But in these 
days, when every well-informed and sensible Eng- 
lishman not only feels no bitterness connected with 
that struggle, but sympatnizes unreservedly with 
the motives that led the colonists to fight. and 
when the magnitude of the great Nation to which 
that war gave birth is considered, and the growing 
significance that in consequence must attach to the 
date of its entry into the family of nations, itisa 
little singular how insignificant a plase the events 
of which we speak and the participators in them 
occupy in the minds of even cultivated Englishmen, 
The almost unique perfection of Washington's 
eareer and character has, it is true, lifted nim out 
of the obscurity that veils the names and deeds of 
his contemporaries. How many are there of us; 
for instance, to whom the name of Patrick Henry 
would have any sighificance? And yet this was 
the man, self-taught, sprung from the lower classes, 
once considered too ignorant and uncouth fora 
colonial country lawyer, who, by @ natural elo« 
quence so extraordinary of its kind and so remarks 
able for its effect that an exact parallel for it would 
be hard to find in history, comptetely crushed out 
the clinging to the mother couatry that was so 
strong through the Sonthern colonies, then the 
most important portion of the continent. If it

LAST OF THE ANNUAL MESTING OF 
THE AMERICAN SOCIETY. 

4 NEW METHOD OF SCREW PROPULSION— 
SOME RAILROAD STATISTICS—THE LIFE- 
TIME AND AGE OF STEAM BOILERS, 

The American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers closed their annual meeting in the Turf 
Club Theatre, in Twenty-sixth-street, last evening, 
sessions having been held both in the morning and 
afternoon, and though the theatre was uncom- 
fortably cold, the members of the society sat and 
shivered and listened to the papers presented by 
other members, and enjoyed them as fully as men 
who are in a siate approaching freezing can enjoy 
anything. The first paper read was on a new 
method of screw propulsion, a theory advanced by 
John B. Raot, of the Abendroth & Root Manufac- 
turing Company, No. 28 Cliff-street, New-York, by 
which he proposes to obtain amuch greater force 
and speed with a less expenditure of power and 
fuel. His plan, ia brief, which was, however, ex- 
plained in his paper at great length, is to do 
nway with the present horizontal shafts and 
the perpendiculariy hung seorews now in 
use in all vessels in which the screw 
is the propelling power. Instead of this arrange- 


ment he proposes to place the engine well in the 
stern of the vessel, and have it connected _ directly 
with a short shaft, at the end of which is hung the 
propelling screw, not perpendicularly, but at a 
proper angle to the incline of the axis or shaft so 
as to do away with much of the side resistance that 
has to be overcome by the present method 
of adjusting the _ screw. He claims that 
this method will result in a marked 
gain of power. and will do away in 
great measure with ihe chances of the breaking of 
shafts, accidents of which character are now con- 
stantly occurring when the long shaft is used and 
the engines stationed amidships. To prove his 
theory of again of force and power in such a meth- 
odof placing the screw he exhibited a formi- 
dable array of drawings and formulas. His paper 
was the occasion of a very animated discus- 
sion, Mr. Riehards, of Philadelphia, claim- 
Ing that the paper was of no ‘value, as 
at Was simply a collation of theories with 
no facts to base them upon. Therefore, he saw no 
use in discussing it. A number of the members 
thought differently, however, and several ap- 
proved the theory as one atleast worth investi- 
gating. Mr. Root said he had expended $5,000 in 
experiments to prove the truth of his theory, and 
bad tried it ona catamaran, and had found it to 
hold good in the case of such a vessel. It was 
yoted after some discussion at the morning session 
so print the paper with the proceedings of the 
society. The council, however, at a meeting 
after adjournment, voted that the paper was not 
worth printing, as the deductions drawn were not 
based upon facts. This decision was stated at the 
opening of the afternoon session, and Mr. Root, 
not liking this manner of disposing of soe pees he 
had been invited to prepare and read, asked, 
“Does this association require me, a poor 
man, to fit up a steamer and make a trip 
across the ocean and back in order to 
prove beyond a_ possibility of doubt that 
yay deductions are faultless? I can’t afford to do 
that, but I assure the association that my theories 
are fully as plausible and as thoroughly founded on 
facts as are many of those presented to this asso- 
ciation for its consideration. Judging from the 
tommotion it has created in this City, I should 
think the paper of as much consequence as any 

resented here, and it is rather of an in- 
ienity for the assoeiation, whieh has _in- 
vited me to prepare the paper to heap upon 
me to refuse to publish it and aliow 
the engineers of the country to examine into the 
truth or fallacy of my claims.” Atthe request of 
the association, Mr. Root retired at the conclusion 
of the discussion as to the advisability of printing 
the paper, and then without a dissenting voice it 
was voted to print it with the proceedings. It was 
stated that John Roach, the steam-ship builder, 
will, within the next two weeks, give a practical 
test to the theory by a boat constructed upon the 
plan, which will be submitted to the severe test on 
the Delaware River. 

Prof. 8. W. Robinson, of the State University at 
Solumbus, Ohio, read at the morning session a 
paper entitled ** Railway Statistics,” which was 
simply a collection of observations made ona tour 
of inspection of the railroads of Ohio during the 
last year, under the auspices of the State Railroad 
Commissioner. One peculiar fact noted is that 
roads running east and west do, asa rule, a much 
better business than roads running north and 
south. He also, as a result of observations, ad- 
vanced the theory that new railroads shov!d be 
built cheaply and improved as they become pros- 
perous, rather than built firmly and with all appar- 
ent improvements in the beginning. His reasons 
for this rather startling theory were that 
every railroad needed rebuilding entirely once in 
10 years, and that at the end of the first decadethe 
wants and improvements could be more readiiy 
known, particuiarly in regard to bridges, than they 
could be when the road was first constructed. He 
also claimed that all smal! roads should be absorbed 
by trunk lines, because they would be better run 
and better taken care of than when run independ- 
ently. Trunk lines he held to be the saviors of 
small roads. As ballast for roads he recommended 
broken giass, as this is absolutely impervious 
to water and makes a more solid bed than stone of 
any kindcan. The necessity of covering and keep- 
ing thoroughly painted and ventilated all bridges 
wasa matter on which he dwelt at some length, 
these being a necessity to the preservation of prop- 
erty for the greatest iength of time. Aside from 
these points there was little of importance to be 
gleaned frora his observation, there being nothing 
in the field of mechanical engineering touched upen. 

Cc. J. H. Woodbury, of Boston, who was to have 
read a paper upon ‘The Fire Protection of Mills’’ 
was not present, and his paper was read in part by 
the Secretary, Thomas Whiteside Rae, and printed 
copies of the paper were distributed for the con- 
sideration of members. The paper dwelt at leneth 
upon the various methods of protecting mills in 
which textile fabrics are manufactured from fire, 
so that a reduction of taxation inthe way of insu- 
rance may be secured. Re held that manufacturers 
make a mistake in leaving the matter of fire pro- 
tect.on to public departments, and argued in fawor 
of making a fire department of the employees of a 
factory with Superiniendents and foremen of de- 
partments acting as officers. The providing 
of an ample water supply is but a detail in the 
matter of protection, according to his views, and 
he divides this important matter of protection into 
four primal details. These are: Anticipating all 
preventable cause: of fire; fire organization of em- 
ployes; construction and arrangement of buildings 
s0 as to retard the progress of flames. and a sys- 
tem of fire apparatus and water supply. His paper 
treated principally of fire organization and appa- 
ratiis, and the copies of the paper distributed were 
profusely illustrated to practically exemplify his 
theories. His method of fire organization has already 
been referred to. The writer then discussed tbe 
various kinds of fire-pumps, hydrants, hose, sprink- 
lers—-both those used when they are controlled by 
watchmen and the automatic—and deduces from 
ais observations and from experiments that one of 
the best safeguards in case of a fire discovered in 
its incipiency is to tightly close the room, The 
nécessity of fire-proof doors, automatic or other- 
wise, is urged most emphatically, as is also 
the need of care in lighting a building; also, the 
eare of combusiibles or matter which is liable to 
spontaneous combustion. In closing, he says, very 
truthfully: ‘*Self-insurance is the first duty of a 
manufacturer, and in the intérests intrusted to his 
eharge the vaiue of the continuity of operation, as 
well as the equity of a property above the amount 
covered by insurance, is enough to warrant any 
reasonable measures for self-protection, regardless 
of rates of insurance.” 

**Standard Weights and Measures” was the title 
of a paper read by W. =. Partridge, of this City, 
one of the editors of the /ron Age, in which he de- 
tailed the troubles he met with in striving to ob- 
tain a correct standard of the measures of length, 
weight, and quantity of this country. In measures 
of length he met with the most trouble, as no two 
authorities agreead as to the standard to be em- 
ployed. The vard was oOriginaliy,-so far as he 
zould ascertain, the measurement of King Henry 
tV., from the tip of his middie finger, when 
his arm was extended, to the middle of his breast, 
this being half of his fathom—that 1s, the 
distance from the top of the middle finger of one 
hand to that of the other when both arms are ex- 
tended to their full length, the measure being taken 
directly across his breast. The measure of a man 
taken in this way had therefore been taken as a 
standard, and as men measured differently the 
standard varied greatly and ied to all sorts of 
troubles, which even now annoyed those who at- 
tempted to obtain absolute uccuracy. In measures 
of weight and capacity the same trouble is met 
with, because our system is regulated to and adapt- 
ad by the uses of commerce. He made, in order 
to obtain accuracy, the grain the standard, and in 
this way was able to secure very near accuracy 
In both weights and capacity: So careless are 
Officials of the various States in ge 98 the stand- 
ards provided by the Government, that it is almost 


impossible to secure absolute accuracy. and this j 


annoys especially those who, in mechanical or 
chemical pursuits, have absolute formulies to fol- 
low, unlees thoy go back to first principles and 
weizh and measure everything by the erain staud- 
ard. His paper gave the results of his observa- 
tions, but offered no remedy for existing evils, 
asking members of the society to assist him in the 
formulation of some pian which might do this. 
William Barnet Le Van, of Philadelphia, read 2 
paper on “The Life-time and Age of Steam Boll- 
ers,’ in which he gave it as his opinion. formed af- 


ter careful observations, that the age when ‘the or- } 


dinary steam boiler should be retired as_no longer 
trustworthy is 10 years. Boilers have been used 
for 20 or 20 years, and passed by expert examiners 
gs trustworthy, which, on examination, he had 
found to be dangerous and utterly untit for use. In 
one case he cited when he had. but recently 
meade an examination, insurance inspectors had 
assed as safe a boiler which, when struck by 4 

ammer after the brick wall had been removed, 

Was so tliin that the hammer broke a hole through 
the shell with ease. The disiniegration of the 
fibres of the iron and its erystallization oecurred 
more rapidly than experts were wililing to admit, 
an@ boilers are in constant use which every day put 
In peril of thetr life those who work near them. He 
said that the States should pass a law compelling 
people to abandon the use of boilers after 
10 years’ service as a matter of protection to both 
erson and property. The paper occasioned a 

ively discussion, nope agrecing with the speaker 
that a boiler was worn out by l0 years’ use. it was 
atated that in England boilers were permitted to be 
nsed for 16 years in case they passed the proper in- 
n, and when the tensil strength of the iron 

fs 50,000 pounds. This was generally considered a 
better estimate of the age of boilers than that 
offered by Mr. Le Van. Mr. J. B. Root heid that 
the whole difficulty might be remedied by the use 
of sectional boilers, where the explosion of one 
section could do but little damage. Several mex 


bers held that care was all that was necessary to 
prolong the life of boilers, and one member cited 
the case of the boilers in the steamer Old Domin- 
ion, of the Old Dominion Line, which haa been in 
use for 10 years, and in which there was no evi- 
dence of age, because they have had the best _of 
care under a practical engineer’s supervision. The 
advocates of boiler inspection thought that inspec- 
tion by experts was a sufficient preventive against 
accident. 

The last paper read was by H. F. J. Porter, of 
this City, and treated of the improvement in self- 
packing valves and of their benefits in machinery. 
At the conelusion of this paper the association ad- 
journed, to meet on the second Wednesaay in 
April, in Philadelphia. The usual vote of thanks to 
manufacturers who invited the members to inspect 
their factories was passed. The members anda 
few invited guests, including Peter Cooper, Horatio 
Allen, of South Orange, N. J.. a pioneer in mechan- 
ical engineering in the country, and John H. Bogart, 
Secretary of the Society of Civil Engineers, sat 
down to a finely served dinner, at Delmonico’s,

ANNUAL REPORT OF JUDGH-ADVOCATE-GEN- 
ERAL SWAIM. 


Wasaineton, Nov. 4.—Gen. Swaim, Judge- 
Advocate-General, has submitted his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of War. The number of gen- 
eral court-martial records received inthe Bureau 
of Military Justice during the year ending Oot. 1 
was 1,792, an inerease of 249 over the receipts of 
the previous year. The record of cases brought be- 
fore inferior courts, reviewed and filed in the 
offices of the Judge-Advocates of the different mil- 
itary departments during the same period was 
8,500, an increase over the previous year of 267 
cases. The Judge-Advocate-General refers briefly 
to the various military tribunals, and to the 


usual course by which their proceedings reach the 
Bureau of Military Justice for consideration. He 
invites attention to the fact that, while the Judge- 
Advocate-General is empowered by statute to re- 
ceive and revise the proceedings of courts-martial, 
yet the Secretary of War, whose subordinate he is, 
has no statutory authority to give effect to reports 
of revisions in such cases, even though he should 
concur therein, and remarks that to this extent 
the law is defective. Attention is invited to the 
fact that in view of the intérests involved, an ade- 
quate force of clerks, posseesing in the highest de- 
gree both capacity and fidelity, is imperatively ne- 
cessary, and that the present inadequate force has 
made necessary the transfer of officers of the corps 
of Judge-Advocates to duty inthe Bureau of Military 
Justice, while their services are much needed at 
the head-quarters of the various military depart- 
ments. The duties of the Judge-Advocate-General 
and of the eorps of Judge-Advocates are enumer- 
ated, andin view of the advisability of having an 
officer of the corps at each of the 10 geographical 
military departments and at the Military Academy, 
as Professor of Law, the repeal of the law limiting 
the number of Judge-Advocates to four, and the 
organization of the corps on the same basis as 
the other staff corps of the Army, is recom- 
mended, this being the only corps in which 
there is no promotion, to serve as an 
incentive to duty. He also recommends a pro- 
vison for the additidn of four Captains to the 
corps, to enable it to meet the requirements of the 
service. Theimportance of having an instructor 
of lawatthe Military Academy is strongly urged 
in view of the increasing population which sur- 
rounds military stations and military commanders, 
and of the questions of jurisdiction and of. per- 
sonal and property rights which are constantly 
arising, in order that the young officer may acquire 
such knowledge as an essential part of his military 
education. Attention is also invited to the 
sixty-first and sixty-second articles of war, and 
to the fact that the offenses which are usual- 
ly held to constitute ‘“‘conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman,” or “ conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and military diselpline,” 
are not defined by law, and the court, therefore, 
contrary to the fundamental maxim that ‘‘a court 
declares the law, but may not make it,”’ in such 
cases legisiates as to what shall or shall not be 
deemed criminal under the articles. These arti- 
cles, therefore, are construed to dea! out unknown 
punishments for unknown and undefined crimes 
and offenses. A preliminary examination in the 
cases of persons charged with mnailitary offenses is 
recommended with a view to ascertaining if 
the case is a proper one for trial and 
by what tribunal; also, that the scope of the 
ninety-first article be so enlarged as to 
provide for the taking of depositions in certain jn- 
stances to be -used at the trial as secondary evi- 
dence where, for any suficient reason, primary evi- 
dence of the facts cannot be procured consistently 
with the public interests, the extended jurisdiction 
of courts-martial rendering it difficult if not impos- 
sible, at times, to obtain the viva voce testimony of 
material witnesses at the time of trial. Accompany- 
ing the report are extracts from the reports of 
Judge-Advoecates of departments embodying 
recommendations on various matters pertaining to 
their respective departments,

THIRD AUDITOR RECOMMENDS THE 
ENACTMENT OF A STATUTE OF LIMITA- 
TIONS.

| ley, Third Auditor of the Treasury Department, 


submitted to the Secretary to-day his annual re- 
port for the fiscal year ended June 80. A tabular 
statement in the report shows that the number of 
accounts remaining on hand June 30, 1880, was 
21,164; that the number of accounts received in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1881, was 12,700: that 
the number of accounts settled in the fiscal year 
ended June 380, 1881, was 12,399, involving an ag- 


gregate amount of $77,945,019, and that the 
number of accounts remaining unsettied on 
June 280, 1881, was 21,465, involving $60.- 
548,476. The Auditor details the work of 
the several divisions of his bureau, and con- 
cludes his report as follows:. **The necessity for a 
statute of limitations, fixing the time within which 
claims against the United States may be presented 
to the Executive departments becomes more and 
more apparent every year. In many cases it is 
now practically impossible to determine the merits 
of claims growing out of tke operations of the 
Army during the late rebellion, or in other wars of 
till earlier date. Most of the old claims pressed 
upon this office are of this class. Through the 
lapse of time, the ascertainment of the truth grows 
difficult, but the temptation to present fraudulent 
claims is jucreased. The fair and honest claims that 
up to this date have failed of presentation 
must be so few in number as to be 
unworthy of consideration against the adoption of 
so wise a check upon the presecution of fraudu- 
lent claims. By section 297 of the Revised Statutes, 
the several Auditors ‘are empowered to administer 
oaths to witnesses in any case which they may 
deem it necessarv,’ but without the power to com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses or the production 
of papers, and without any funds for the special in- 
vestigation of claims, this section is practically a 
dead letter. At present the only provision of that 
character is in section 3.488 of the Revised Statutes, 
It is limited to aclass of claims now almost, if not 
quite, extinct. In the examination of all other 
claims, if the accounting officers desire to 
look beyond the case the claimant chooses 
to present, they are entirely dependent upon vol- 
untary assistance from the officers and agents of 
other departments. Every special investigation 
must be limited to such as can be made without 
expense, by and of the files, records, and ac- 
counts. Hampered by these conditions it is self- 
evident that such investigations must often be at- 
tended with great delay and more often be found 
unsatisfactory in the results. Tne accounting offi- 
cers are required to act as judges between the 
Government and its creditors without those pow- 
ers which have been always round most necessary 
for tho safe, speedy, and efficient admiristration 
of justice. Dishonest claimants can look upon this 
situation with satisfaetion and content, but the 
best interests of the Government and of its honest 
creditors, alike demand that theee defeets should 
be remedied by appropriate legisiation.”’

THE HANGING OF HENRY KING AT 
PLATTSBURG. 

SUFFERING DEATH FOR THE KILLING OF A 
FELLOW-CONVICT — THE PRISONER’S 
STRANGE BEHAVIOR IN COURT—THE 
LAST DAY IN JAIL AND THE SCENE AT 
THE GALLOWS. 


Troy, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Henry King was 
hanged at Plattsburg to-day. Several years ago he 
was sent to Sing Sing to serve a life sentence for 
killing a policeman who was endeavoring to arrest 
him for the commission of a burglary in New-York 
City. Subsequently, in company with other con- 
victs, he was removed to Dannemora. On July 13, 
while laboring in the prison laundry in company 
with Michael Hamilton, another convict, a discus- 
sion arose about the assassination of the late Presi- 
dent Garfield. They disputed whether Garfield or 
Arthur was the superior person, and Hamilton 
called the Vice-President a coward. King replied 
that he would allow no man to defame the integ- 
rity of a resident of New-York City. The defender 
of Arthur then proposed to adjust ‘the matter 
by engaging in a fight. The suggestion was ac- 
cepted, and the two convicts went to ashed. King 
immediately seized an axe and dealt his opponent 
a blow upon the head. Hamilton fell prostrate 
and died before night. At the Coroner's investiga- 
tion King confessed his guilt, but averred that 
Hamilton dealt him the first blow in the face with 
aknife. King was held to await trial. At the ar- 
raignment of the murderer before Judge Landon 
he pleaded guilty, but the court proceeded to take 
testimony in the case. The jury retired, and, after 
being out two hours, returned for a more com- 


plete definition of ‘‘murder in the first de- 
gree.” While Judge Landon was sxplaining 
the matter the prisoner sprang to his feet 
and said that the crime was premeditated; 
that he deliberated several minutes aud meant to 
commit murder. The jury retired the second time, 
and, after being alohe five minutes, returned witha 
verdict of murder in the first degree. The Judge 
then sentenced King to be hanged on the 4th day 
of November. While the Judge was in the act of 
pronouncing the death sentence the prisoner man- 
ifested great impatience, and, turning to his coun- 
sel, exclaimed, ** Oh, I wish the old fool would hurry 
up.” It is doubtful if in the annals of the State 
courts a parallel case can be found. King was 29 

ears of age, well educated, and very intelligent. 

<ing’s mother and a younger brother arrived fues- 
day night and spent most of the time in company 
with the doomed man. 

The Rev. Father Walsh entered the jail at8 
o’clock this morning, and about an hour afterward 
the mother and brother bade Henry King their last 
farewell. The scene was affecting in the extreme 
when they kissed the culprit and took their depar- 
ture. ‘‘Many remark,’ said King, “that my time 
is short. Not tome. The hours areages. I long 
for the execution.’’ He never evinced so much 
emotion as when the name of Mike Hamilton, his 
victim, was spoken. ‘Oh,'’ he says, ‘‘I killed him 
so quick he had no time to {prepare to die.” Prior 
to the separation last night King, in a bold and 
steady hand, wrete the following letter and re- 
quested his brother to hand it to editor Bixby, of 
the Repudlican ;: 


Dr. Brxsy;: You may not see me again, or rather I 
may not have the time to speak to you. Now, I wish 
hone would do methis justice for to publish what I 
lave written to you. You asked me if I felt asif God 
would forgive me forthe sins] have committed. I 
am sure that I told you that I put all confidence in the 
goodness of God and have the greatest hopes of the 
pardon of my sins. My religion teaches me that any 
one feeling sincere sorrow for their sins and asking 
forgiveness of God will receive the means of gaining 
that forgiveness. I feel certain that my sins have 
been forgiven me, for, as I said before, no one could 
feel more sorry for what they have done than 

H. KING. 

King last evening assisted in arranging the altar 
for the celebration of mass. Father Walsh ro- 
mained until 10 o’clock. After he left the jali 
Sheriff Mooney entered the cell and conversed 

leasantly with the murderer torafew minutes. 

Vhen he went away, King said: ‘Good night, 
Sheriff; I will see you again in the morning for the 
last time.’? He then engaged in devotional exer- 
cises until after 1 o’clock, when he asked for warm 
water, with which he carefully bathed himself and 
retired. He immediately fell asleep and at 5:30 
o’clock this morning Deputy Sheriff Vaughn called 
him, but he did not come until called the second 
time. When he awoke he said he had enjoyed a 
good rest, was still sleepy, but did not care te in- 
dulge himself. Getting up, he carefully arranged 
his toilet, and, being asked by an officer if he was 
ready for breakfast, he said as it was his fast day he 
would not partake of any victuals. He then went 
with the priest and a Sister to mass, at 9 o'clock. 
He told a Sister that the statement he made in 
eourt, that his last crime was premeditated, was a 
lie, but he said it so as to hasten death. He asked 
for a New-York Sun, saying that he used to be a 
Tammany ring politician and wanted to see if Boss 
Kelly was bounced. 

The Sheriff entered the jail at 10:30 and read to 
the prisoner his death warrant. King, after listen- 
ing, laughed and said: ‘‘ That does not amount to 
much anyway, does it?” The Sheriff then with- 
drew, and the prisoner was taken from his cell into 
the jail-yard, led by two priests and between two 
officers. Hisstep was firm, and he evinced no emo- 
tion further than a paleness about his countenance. 
He took his gg under the gallows, and the 
Sheriff asked him if he had anything to say. He 
said: ‘“‘Ihaveafew words. I thank the Sheriff 
and Deputy for the kindness shown me. As to my 
religion, I have nothing to say. I hope God will 
forgive me for my sins.” He shook hands with 
several persons and bade them good-bye. The 
pinions were fastened about his legs and arms. 
Then the black cap and noose were adjusted, and 
at 11:49 o’clock the trap was sprung. The body 
was drawn up about three and a half feet from the 
floor. At 11:50 the pulse was at 80, and at 11:59 
was 40; at 12:01 he was pronounced dead. The 
body was lowered 15 minutes after and put in 
the coffin. When the black cap was removed the 
eyes were open and the teeth biting the lower lip. 
The mother and brother did not witifess the hang- 
ing, but took the body, as soon as it was placed in 
the coffin, to the Catholic church, where funeral 
services were held. The body will be buried at 
Piattsburg. About 50 persons witnessed the exe- 
cution. The rope, pinions, and black cap were the 
same ones that were used at the hanging of Earl 
and Greenfield. This is the fourteenth time they 
have been used.

JUDGE ‘MOORE’S MURDERER HANGED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 4.—At 1 o’clock to-day 
a scaffold was sprung in Jonesboro, 20 miles from 
Atlanta, and on it stood Tom Betts, a negro, who, 


a year age, followed Judge Moore out of town and 


when he reached his home killed him with a maul - 


at his gate. Betts was tracked to his home and 


arrested next day, but denied all knowledge of the 
crime. He was tried and eonvicted on circumstan- 
tial evidence. It was feared that he would be 
lynched if ieft at Jonesboro and he was brought to 
Atlanta for safe keeping. Yesterday the 
Sheriff came after him and _ Betts said: 
“IT am ready to die and have made my peace 
with. Jesus.” He was taken to Jonesboro last 
night and slept quietly until 7 oiclock this morning.

If it Is, I have only one request— 
let me see my darling baby once more and I will 
die in content.” His child was taken into the jail 
and the scene was most affecting. Ati o’clock he 
mounted the scaffold in the presence of a great 
crowd and confessed his crime fully. The trap 
was sprung and in seven minutes he was dead.

INDIAN OUTRAGES IN MEXICO. 

San Francisco, Nov. 4.—A dispatch from 
Tucson, Arizona, says: ‘‘ The Apaches are reported 
to be committing depredations in the Sahuaripa 
district, in Sonora, Mexico, Fivemen, two women, 
and one child have been killed by them.”

WHEAT—Tho developments to-day in the Grain line 
were seemingly unfavorable as to the immediate posl- 
tion of Wheat and Corn, which, om a very seasitive 
and variable market, drifted to lower prices, as, in 
most instances, offered with increased urgemer. espe- 
cially late in the day, the notable break at the inte- 
rior, particularly at Chicago, adding perceptibly to 
the uneasiness here, as refiected in the eagerness to 
place supplies, mostly on tno option Hst. Extensive 
transactions were reported in No. 2 Red and No. 2 
Corn, for forward delivery, the latest generally at a 
shade stronger figures. The export interest seemed 
rather less disposed to purchase, at the current quota- 
tions, partly as _ disconraged by the reduced 
offering of berth freight accommodation for 
early use, and the more confideAt views 
of ship-owners and agents....The shipments of Grain 
from Western lake and river ports last week were on 
a reduced scale....The recefpts at the Atlantic sea- 
board ports during the past week indicated an in- 
crease in the aggregates of Wheat, Corn, Rye, Oats, 
and Flour—in Corn the gain having been most pon np 
tant, about 182,000 bushels....fhe visible supply of 
Wheat in the United States (east of the Pacific slope

\ The cost of the Arrears of Pensions bill 
ix being gradually ascertained. The Com- 
missioner of Pensions recommends the ap- 
propriation of a hundred millions of dollars 
to meet the demands on his office during 
the next fiscal year for annual and ac- 
frued pensions, and the passage of an im- 
mediate deficiency appropriation of twenty 
Ynillions to pay arrears allowed during the 
current fiscal year. The Commissioner es- 
timates that the aggregate annual value of 
pensions at the close pf the current year 
‘will be thirty-three millions, and that there- 
piter the total of the annual pension 
roll, after arrears have been cleared off, 
will be about forty millions. In other 
words, the decrease in the annual interest 
pharge on the public debt is fully offset by 
the increase in the pensions appropriation, 
ynd, taking due account of the tenacity of 
fife of this class of annuitants, the proba- 
bility that this generation will see the extinc- 
zion of the debt is much greater than that it 
qvill see the appropriation for pensions re- 
diiced to the figures of ten years ago. 





C‘ashier BaLpwin, of the ruined bank in 
Wew ark, has turned State’s evidence. Having 
po lowger any character of his own to lose, he 
has besrun to tell what he knows of the mis- 
feeds of others. The arrestof MarcHBANKS, 
p. former employe of the Mechanics’ National 
Bank, on information furnished by Batp- 
wx, is a tardy overtaking of a criminal, and 
jt disproves the truth of the old adage that 
there is honor among thieves. MARCHBANKS 
siole $50,000 from the bank, two or three 
years ago.

The Third Auditor of the Treasury insists 
on the necessity for a statute of limitations 
*« fixing the time within which claims against 
the United States may be presented to the 
Executive Department.’’ Most of the old 
claims pressed upon the attention of Mr. 
KXIGHTLEY grew out of the war of the rebel- 
lion or wars of earlier date, and in the adjust- 
ment of such claims the accounting officers 
“are required to act as judges between the 
Government and its creditors without those 
powers which have been always found most 
ecessary for the safe, speedy, and efficient 

inistration of justice.’’ In fact, the 
vantage is all on the side of dis- 
onest claimants, for, as the Auditor

claims grows stronger. The presumption is 
that honest claimants would not, after so 
long an interval, be appreciably injured by 
the outlawry of old claims, while the chances 
of fraud would be cut off and the interests of 
the people at Jarge very decidedly served. 


It has been discovered that Judge SPEIR, 
of the Superior Court, has passed the con- 
stitutional limit (Article VI., section 13) of 
seventy years of age, and it has been thought 
necessary to nominate candidates for his 


place. It seems probable that the candidate 
of all the Democratic factions will be Ricx- 
ARD O’GorMaAnN, Corporation Counse! under 
the rule of the Tweed Ring. Sucha nomina- 


tion would, necessarily, proceed on the as- 


sumption that the people of New-York 


have very short memories. While Mr. 
O’GorMAN may, to a select circle of friends, 
fulfill the requirements of a scholar and a 


gentleman, his public course is one, Messrs. 


TirveN and O’Conor being witnesses, 


which no honest man can fail to condemn. 
It was he who, at the command of the 
Ring, brought what Mr. O’Conor called the 
‘* fraudulent and collusive” suits against the 
very men who ordered them, and it was 
his gross and palpable disregard of public 
duty which compelled Messrs. TrLDEN and 


O’Conor to make their extraordinary and 
unsuccessful appeal to the prosecuting 


power of the State, Mr. O’GorRMAN may 
plead the limitations of Ring legislation or 


the professional obligatiom to serve his 
thieving ‘clients even against the interests of 
the Corporation whose law officer he was. 
The fact remains that he played a part 


which no conscientious lawyer would have 


filled, and made for himself a record which 


should forever disqualify any man for judi- 
cial or other office in this City. 





Mayor Grace has addressed a very excel- 
lent letter to the Police Commissioners pro- 


testing against the levy of assessments for 
political purposes on members of the force, 
and characterizing, this proceeding as ‘‘a 
wrong of the first magnitude’ against the peo- 
ple of the City as wellas those from whom 
these contributions are demanded. Noth- 
ing could be more admirable than the man- 
ner in which the Mayor protests against 
‘« the prostitution of official power for cor- 
rupt purposes,’’ and we trust that he will 
not confine his attention to the Po- 
lice Department, but will visit with the 
same impartial censure every other 
branch of the City Government, including 
the Department of Public Works, in which 
political contributions are levied for Tam- 
many Hall, the County Democracy, or the 
Republican organization. We trust, more- 
over, that the Mayor is fully impressed with 
the necessity of keeping the Street-cleaning 
Department strictly independent of political 
influence. Some of the appointments made 
in that quarter have, to say the least, not 
been very obviously in the public interest, 
though the Mayor is doubtless ready to give 
quite plausible reasons for the selection of 
certain political hacks now on the pay- 
rolis of Commissioner CoLEMAN. It 
is a wonderful advantage to have 
the Mayor of New- York held personally and 
directly responsible for at least one depart- 
mert of local administration, and as Mr. 
GRACE evidently proposes to stand or fall by 
the results of his street-cleaning experiment, 
we may have occasion to ask him to write 
another letter about ‘‘the prostitution of 
official power’”’ in the conduct of the City 
scavenger business. Meanwhile let him strike 
and spare not the Police Commissioners. 


THE ELECTIONS OF NiXT WEEE. 


Twelve State elections of greater or less 
importance take place next Tuesday. Out- 
side of this State they present few points of 
special interest. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing are the two which occur in the South. 
Our readers are already familiar with the 
general character of the contest in Virginia. 
Although the State is credited with 
three political parties, there are but 
two tickets in the field. At the 
Presidential election a year ago the 
Republicans cast 83,634 votes, to 96,599 
cast by the regular Democracy and 31,559 
by the Readjusters. Notwithstanding this di- 
vision, the Republicans do not appear in the 
field at all this year, but all the anti-Bourbon 
forces are united under the lead of Gen. 
Manone and in support of Mr. CamEron 
for the office of Governor. Though Cam- 
ERON was first nominated by the Read- 
justers, he received the indorsement of the 
Republican convention, and owes the 
strength of his support more to the liberal 
sentiment which is enlisted in a crusade for 
the overthrow of Bourbonism than to the 
political potency of the debt question. It is 
this contest of the new South against the 
old for the inauguration of free discussion 
and fair elections, with equal rights for all 
citizens, that gives to the Virginia canvass 
its chief importance. 

Mississippi is the only other Southern 
State to hold an election next week, and the 
appearance of the same contest there ina 
different form gives it a peculiar interest. 
As in Virginia, the anti-Bourbon ticket is 
headed by a Democrat and a native South- 
erner, who has made up his mind to fight 
the old proscriptive spirit of that section. 
Mr. Kine was first nominated as an Inde- 
pendent Democrat, and received the indorse- 
ment of both the Republicans and Green- 
backers of the State. The incongruity of 
the elements which are united in his sup- 
port is a sufficient evidence of the strength 
of the liberal and progressive sentiment 
which has thus combined the opposition to 
Bourbonism. The Greenbackers merely 
furnish a pretext for an independent organi- 
zation, and the Republicans surrender their 
political identity, as in Virginia, in the 
hope of attaining ends which they could 
not reach by adhering to it and working 
without help. Mississippi has a very large 
colored population, and there is no doubt 
that if she could have free elections and an 
honest count of the votes the Republicans 
would be in the majority. But the fact is to 
be recognized that the colored voters 
cannot maintain their rights unaided and 
that the Republican organization of the State 
has lost its power to protectthem. This 
has been demonstrated, but a division has 
apparently come in the sentiment of the 
native white population which gives promise 
of an obliteration of the color line in poli- 
tics and the protection of the rights of the 
people through the adverse interests of the 
Bourbon and anti-Bourbon parties. 

i - While these two Southern States exhibit 
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the workings of a new movement which is 
destined to bring important changes in that 
section, in most of the Northern States we 
witness a quiescent condition of politics 
characteristic of a time when men’s minds 
are not agitated by questions in which their 
convictions or feelings are deeply enlisted. 
Almost the only issue that can be discovered 
is one that affects modes of organization 
and methods of management rather than 
principles and policies. In this State there 


has been a long contest in the Republican 


Party between the organized forces as here- 
tofore directed, known as the ‘‘machine,’’ 
and the rank and file of voters who insist on 


a more perfect representation of their wishes 
in party action. The anti-machine ele- 


ment has won a conspicuous triumph in 


the preliminaries of the canvass, and it 
remains to be seen whether it has brought 
about the change without materially impair- 


ing the strength of the party for the time be- 


ing. This will be shown at the election. In 
Pennsylvania a somewhat similar issue has 
developed in a peculiar form. The most 
important ,officer to be elected there 


is the State Treasurer. The Republican can- 
didate nominated by the regular convention 


in the customary manner is assumed to be a 
“‘machine’’?’ man, and Mr. CHaruzs §&. 
Wot¥fe has taken upon himself to conduct 
an ‘‘anti-machine’’ movement by announc- 


ing himself as an Independent Republican 


candidate and conducting his own canvass. 


The result of this curious experiment will 
be awaited with some interest. 
Massachusetts is enjoying the compara- 


tive repose of the traditional ‘‘ off year.” 
The Republicans are united, the Democrats 


are united, and there are both Greenback 
and Prohibition tickets in the field. 
There is no_ excitement and _ very 
little, electioneering. ‘The vote will prob- 
ably be light, and the parties are 


likely to make a fair exhibition of their rela- 


tive strength, a result in itself of some inter- 
est. Much the same state of things seems to 
prevail out in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The latter State is to be added to the list of 
those that give the people an opportunity of 


deciding whether elections and Legislative 


sessions sha)) be biennial instead of annual— 
a question which they have always decided 
one way. Nebraska elects only a Judge 
of its Supreme Court and Regents of the 
State University, and Colorado only judicial 
and county officers. Connecticut and New- 
Jersey choose members of their Legislatures 
only. Maryland elects a Controller, as well 
as half its Senate and the entire lower house 
of its Legislature. In all these States the 
canvass is without special incident. 

There is a possibility of a slight change 
in the composition of the national House of 
Representatives. As the resuit of the regu- 
lar Congressional election of last year, it 
was made up of 147 Republicans, 136 
Democrats, 9 Greenbackers, and 1 Inde- 
pendent, which gives the Republicans a 
bare majority. Among the Democrats two 
Virginia Readjusters are included; six of 
of the nine Greenbackers are classed as Re- 
publicans, aside from their special finan- 
cial views, and three as Democrats; 
and the Independent, Mr. J. Hyarr 
SmitH, of Brooklyn, is an avowed 
Republican in his general sympathies. Va- 
cancies which have been filled in Michigan, 
Maine, and New-Hampshjre have made no 
change in the composition of the House, 
and there is a question as to whether the 
vacancy caused by the death of O’Connor, 
of South Carolina, whose seat was con- 
tested, has been filled by an_ election 
the legality of which is disputed by 
the Republicans. The vacancy caused 
by the election of Mr. Aupricn, of Rhode 
Island, to the Senate will doubtless be filled 
without making any political change. This 
leaves ‘the four vacancies in this State 
caused by the death of one Democrat and 
the resignation of three Republicans to oc- 
casion whatever change is to take place. 

THE STRUGGLE FOR FREIGHT. 

Our American railway system has never 
been noted for its close accord with what 
might be called the dictates of consistency, 
and hence it is not surprising that in the 
controversy now going on between the 
great trunk lines there is an obvious 
absence of this virtue. The proposi- 
tion that, other things being equal, 
it will cost a railroad company more 
to haul freight and passengers two miles 
than to perform the same service for one 
mile of distance, would seem to be self-evi- 
dent to the ordinary comprehension, and 
yet few facts are better established than that 
at the present day—competition apart—rail- 
way companies are content to take less for a 
two-mile than fora one-mile service. Where 
such incongruity exists it cannot fail to lead 
to all sorts of complications, and the heated 
war of rates which is now going on has 
had its rise wholly in the jealousies which 
these discriminating charges have occasioned. 

Primarily the point at dispute seems to 
have been the division of the New-England 
business. For a nymber of years past the 
New-York Central Railroad Company has 
been in possession of a very large part of 
the freight and passenger traffic between 
the New-England and the Western States. 
That this was an exceedingly valuable hold- 
ing may be judged when it is said that three 
years ago this trade between New-England 
and the West constituted more than 60 
per cent, of the ‘‘through’’ business of the 
company. It had, relatively speaking, the 
field to itself, for the Grand Trunk Compa- 
ny was debarred, by its longer route and its 
defective connections, from offering a very 
serious opposition, while the Erie and Penn- 
sylvania Companies have, until lately, been 
almost without a footing in the’ Eastern 
States. Naturally these excluded compa- 
nies have turned not a little of their atten- 
tion to the work of securing an entrance 
into this coveted field. Within a compara- 
tively short time both of them have been 
partially successful—the Erie by means of 
the Albany and Susquehanna Railroad and 
the Hoosac Tunnel route, and the Pennsyl- 
vania by means of its connection with the 
New-York and New-England Railroad; and, 
with the opening ot this latter road to Fish- 
kill, the Erie, through its Newburg branch, 
will make another and more direct connec- 
tion with the railway system of the Eastern 
States. It will thus be seen that the New- 
York Central Company is finding active 
competitors in its favored field, whose com- 
petition, as time goes on, is likely to increase 
rather than lessen. 

If the roads were in the habit of charging 


a stated amount for each mile traveled this 
controversy over 8 fresh divison of business 
would admit of an easy settlement. The 
distance from JBoston to Chicago by 
the four competing routes 1s as follows: 
New-York Centra), 1,037 miles; Erie, 1,086 
miles; Pennsylvania, 1,144 miles; Grand 
Trunk, 1,253 miles, It will thus be seen that 
the New-York Central has a manifest ad- 
vantage in the matter of distance, and could 
keep the field to itself if distance was the 


chief regulator of rates, But while such an 


arrangement might act in its favor at Boston, 
it would prove a serious drawback in this 
City. Thusthe distance between New- York 
City and Chicago by the four competing 
routes is, by the Pennsylvania, 912 miles; by 
the Erie, 958 miles; by the New-York Cen- 
tral, 983 miles, and by the Baltimore and 
Ohio, 1,041. Now, although there is a wide 
rango of difference in these routes, the 
through rates on all of them have been the 


same, and there is some force in the argu- 


ment insisted upon by the Pennsylvania 
Company, that if that road is to forfeit by 
agreement, for the benefit ‘of others, the ad- 


vantages which might accrue from having 
the shortest route between New-York City 
and the West, it will not accept a different 
basis of agreement in Boston. The charge 
of one dollar in the passenger fare from 
Boston to Chicago, in addition to the New- 


York rate, is fair enough, consider- 
ing that the difference in distance is less 


than fifty miles. But when the Pennsylvania 
Company brings its Boston passengers to 
New-York for one dollar additional, for the 
purpose of connecting with its Western 


trains, it transports them one-fifth of the 


entire distance to Chicago for this small 


sum. Still, the absurdity of such an ar- 
rangement would hardly come up for dis- 
cussion: if it did not allow ticket brokers to 
sell the Pennsylvania tickets from New-York 


City tothe West at greatly reduced prices; 


for, as the fare between Boston and this City 
is five dollars, the difference between local 
and through rates has given ground for not 
a little speculation. 

Jt might be said that in this controversy 
over passenger rates the New-York Central 


occupied on the whole the soundest posi- 
tion, but as if to show that with that com- 
pany the question of principle was’ not in 
the least involved, its *managers have, by 
their recent action on freight charges, more 
than equaled the curious discrimination of 
the Pennsylvania Company in its New- 
England passenger rates. This latter com- 
pany and the Baltimore and Ohio recently 
agreed upon a basis of rates for eastward- 
bound freight, which gave to Baltimore and 
Philadelphia an advantage over this City 
that could hardly be denied to them if rates 
are to be regulated by distance. Imme- 
diately a drop was made in the New-York 
rates by the Central Company, so that these 
were put ona level with the lowest charge 
made by the allied companies. This was, 
of course, of benefit to this City, but it was 
none the less a thoroughly inconsistent act on 
the part of a railroad corporation which was 
finding fault with competitors for not taking 
in New-England the factor of distance into 
account. It is hard to see at present how 
any agreement for the settlement of differ- 
ences can be arrived at which does not have 
for its basis the rate at which the company 
having the shortest route can afford to do 
business. 





THE CASE OF CUSTODIAN PITNEY. 


Although the demand of Senator Far.ey, 
of California, for the testimony in the case 
of the investigation of the accounts of the 
‘* Custodian” of the Treasury Building was 
not granted, the report sent by Secretary 
WrnpomM, in reply to the resolution of the 
Senate, is sufficiently comprehensive to sat- 
isfy all disinterested and impartial men. 
The document transmitted by the Sec- 
retary of the ‘Treasury comprises his 
letter ordering the investigation, the 
report of the investigating committee, 
the comments in rejoinder thereto 
by two of the officers indirectly implicated, 
and sundry inventories and schedules of 
property. A careful perusal of these papers 
will leave the impression on the mind of the 
reader that the investigating committee were 
disposed to be thorough, even hypercritical, 
in their review of the matters referred to 
them; that the so-called ‘‘ Custodian’’ had 
conducted his business in a slovenly and 
wasteful manner, and that the two other 


officers who were by implication blame- 


worthy for the general looseness of the man- 
agement of affairs were not guilty of any 
maladministration or intentional neglect of 
official duty. 

The report made to the Secretary of the 
Treasury shows that there is no lawful 
authority for the existence of any officer 
who shall bear the title or discharge the 
duties of ‘‘ Custodian”’ of the Treasury Build- 
ing. How this office grew out of what 
seemed to be the exigencies of the public 
service, and how it became a permanent 
feature of the interior organization, it is not 
now necessary to inquire. The first ap- 
pointment to the office was made in 
June, 1872; and, since that date, two 
other appointments have been made, 
the line of succession having been 
thus maintained through the administrations 
of four Secretaries. The salaries of the in- 
cumbents of this guas? office have been al- 
lowed by the accounting officers, who have 
thus given, unwittingly, their sanction to 
the existence and maintenance of an office 
that really had no right to recognition. 
Under the law, a chief clerk, at a salary of 
$2,200 per year, is Superintendent of the 
Treasury Building, and he is allowed an ad- 
ditional $300 a year for his services as Super- 
intendent. Mr. O. L. Prtney was appointed 
‘‘Custodian’’ in June, 1876. His salary in 
1881 was $2,500 per annum, and he was the 
real Superintendent of the Treasury Building. 

As for the doings of the ‘‘Custodian,”’ it 
can only be said that his transactions were 
at least irregular and suspicious. He kept 
no books showing the amount of property on 
hand andin his custody. Under his admin- 
istration, articles were bought without proper 
requisitions from the proper officers, at pri- 
vate sale, and were paid for from appropria- 
tions made for the purchase of other arti- 
cles. Thus carpets were paid for from ap- 
propriations for repairs, drivers’ overcoats 
were paid for from appropriations for billiard 
cloth, and clerk hire was charged to the 
account of ‘‘fuel, lights, and water 
for public buildings.’’ A firm of carpet- 
dealers were twice paid for one bill of goods 
bought of them. One carpet-dealer was 


* 


‘middle of 


furnished with a quantity of goods bought 
for the Government of another firm, which 
goods he made up, and for which he was 
paid as though he had furnished the mate- 
rials sent to him by the ‘‘ Custudian.”” A 
large supply of file-holders was bought, the 
bills being paid for out of the appropria- 
tion for ice, &c., and the articles were never 
delivered to the Treasury Department. Two 
bills, aggregating $132 for ‘‘candles,’’ and 
charged to the account of gas. &c., were ex- 


plained by Mr. Prrwey as covering purchases 


of lemons, sugar, &c., used for lemonade at 
a@ certain lunch consumed in the Treasury 
Building ‘‘ about the time of the Chicago 
Convention.”’ 


These are specimens of the irregularities 


discovered by the experts employed by Sec- 


retary Wrinpom. They show a lax and 
shiftless way of conducting the purchasing 
of supplies for the Treasury Building. It 


does not follow that there was criminal in- 


tent in any of the doings of the ‘‘ Cus- 
todian,’’ although his refusal to testify be- 
fore the investigating committee might fairly 
be charged against him as a confession of 
culpability. Mr. Upton, who was legally 
the Superintendent of the Treasury Build- 
ing, explains that the manifold duties of his 
office made it impossible to exercise per- 
sonal supervision of the purchases 
made, and that the law relating to 


keeping account of property on hand and 


sold was impracticable of execution, so far 


as applied to the Treasury Building, without 
a large force of clerks." Concerning the 
apparent misuse of funds in the matter of 


the ‘‘lemonade, &c.,’’ Mr. Upton explains ° 


that he never knew that the bills were 


charged to Government account, and that 
he paid his share of the alleged expenses 
from his own money. In reference to the 
double payments for carpets, Mr. Upron 
thinks that these irregularities were ‘‘ inad- 


vertences,”’ and that any system of checks 
would be inadequate to prevent the recur- 
rence of similar errors. 


It is evident that, although the manage- 
ment of the ‘‘ Custodian’s’’ office has 


been extravagant and loose, there is 


no positive evidence of fraud, theft, 
or unlawful collusion betwixt those who 
have bought supplies for the Government 
and those who have sold them. There is 
no warrant of law for the so-called office 
occupied by Mr. Prrnzy and his predeces- 
sors. That place was an excrescence, ap- 
parently grown without critical observation. 
Mr. Prrnty was wholly unfit for the place, 
even if his appointment had been strictly ac- 
cording to law, and his removal did not 
come one day too soon. His superiors in 
office were too busy about their own affairs 
to take note of his reckless doings, and the 
whole business is highly discreditable to the 
management of the Treasury Building. 


A SIDEWALK OUTRAGE. 

It has often been remarked—say five hun- 
dred times daily since the year 1800—that 
we are a long-suffering people, who calmly 
endure outrages that in any other country 
would lead to riots, insurrections, and “‘let- 
ters to the editor.”’ There is, however, a 
limit even to American endurance, and 
there are signs that this limit has nearly 
been reached in connection with the con- 


; stant blockading of our sidewalks. 


The sidewalk is intended for various pur- 
poses. It is meant to furnish a convenient 
place where coal can be temporarily depos- 
ited with a view to being shoveled into the 
coal-vaults. Sidewalks are also intended 
for the storage of packing-boxes, barrels, 
and bales of cotton; they are paved with 
smooth flagstones so that carts and wag- 
ons can easily be backed up to the doors of 
warehouses, and in many parts of the City 
they are designed for the accommodation of 
dealers in fruit, newspapers, and cheap jew- 
elry. In fact, sidewalks are among the most 
useful features of civilized cities, and it 
should be our pride to see that the great 
objects for which sidewalks are made are 
fully carried out. 


In this City there is an immense amount 
of business done in ordinarily prosperous 
times, and at the present moment our side- 
walks are manifestly over-taxed. Many 
busy firms find it impossible to store more 
than half their goods on the sidewalk in 
front of their respective stores, and in the 
neighborhood of the markets the sidewalks 
are not large enough to accommo- 
date properly a small part of the 
‘stands’? and ‘‘stalls’’ with which 
they are crowded. It often happens that 
when it is desired to back upa loaded wagon 
on a sidewalk there are so many boxes and 
barrels in the way that it becomes actually 
necessary to unload the wagon at the curb- 
stone. Will it be believed by orderly and 
respectable people outside of New-York 
that, in spite of the obvious insufficiency of 
sidewalk room which now exists, people will 
insist upon walking on the sidewalks, and 
thus still further interfering with their use- 
fulness? 

This determination on the part of thou- 
sands of men, women, and children to force 
their way into places where they have no 
right to go is as unaccountable as it is 
offensive. Take, for example, such a street 
as Beekman-street. The sidewalks are only 
of moderate width; and they are much too 
small for the business of the street. They 
are crowded all day long with the goods of 
merchants, and not more than two or three 
wagons can find room on the sidewalk of 
any one block. One would imagine that 
pedestrians, seeing bow crowded the 
sidewalks are, would walk in the 
the street, but instead of 
so doing they persist in forcing their way 
among the boxes and occasional wagons of 
the sidewalk. In vain do the local mer- 
chants attempt to effectually barricade the 
sidewalk with ‘‘skids’’ and other defensive 
devices. The stream of pedestrians flows 
steadily over the ‘‘skids,’”’ and if it is tem- 
porarily turned aside by a barricade too high 
to be climbed, it returns to the sidewalk at 
the first opportunity. The result is that 
business seriously suffers. Every few 
minutes men who are rolling barrels across 
the sidewalk, or moving boxes, or backing 
up wagons are compelled to stop and 
wait until hatf a dozen men or a 
slow-moying woman can get out of the way. 
What goes on in Beekman-street goes on in 
hundreds of other streets. Pedestrians cling to 
the sidewalks as if there were no roadway in 
which they could walk, or asif the sidewalks 
were meant for their use. The indignation 
of our merchants at this unwarrantable con-

duct has at last reached a point where for- 
bearance has become nearly impracticable, 
and there are those who openly say that a 
few score of trespassing pedestrians must 
be crushed under heavy boxes before the 
public will Jearn to keep off the sidewalks, 
Violent measures are, of course, to be dep- 
recated, but it is obvious that unless this 
outrageous perversion of sidewalks to the 
uses of pedestrians be prohibited by law, 
the merchants will be forced to protect 


themselves by irregular means. The proper 


plan would be to punish every person who 
walks on the sidewalk with imprisonment 
and fine. In the good old days of the rule 
of Prus 1V., when a person was run over by 


a vehicle in a Roman street, the person was 


promptly arrested and punished for getting 
in the way of horses and carriages and so 
obstructing the street. An equally enlight- 
ened Government—did we have such a thing 


in this City—would not only punish every 


person who should run against a box or 


other heavy article of merchandise on a 
sidewalk, but would visit with a sentence 
of at least a year in the penitentiary every 
person who should venture ‘to set foot on a 


sidewalk except for the purpose of putting 
more boxes and barrels on it. 


With alittle energy and determination the 
outrageous spectacle of sidewalks blocked 
up with pedestrians would be no longer 


seen. It might be well to inclose our side- 


walks and to roof them over, so that more 


goods could be stored on them, but the first 
thing to be done is to drive off the pedes- 
trians, and if this is not done legally and 


promptly the merchants will protect them- 
selves by measures which will not add to 


our reputation as a law-abiding and peace- 
able people. 

Mr. FREDERICK W. SEWARD, the Republi- 
can candidate forthe Senate in the Twelfth Dis- 


trict, should be elected to succeed Mr. W. H. Ros- 


ERTSON, and by agood majority, He isa worthy 
man to succeed so able a representative. A son 
of the late Wirrxram H. Sewarpn, he served with 
his father as Assistant Seeretary of State during 


both of Lrncoin’s terms. When the President was 
assassinated Mr. F. W. SEwaARD was severely 


wounded by Paynz, the conspirator who attempted 
to kill the Secretary of State. Returning to Au- 
burn, he assisted THurtow Weep in writing his 
recollections, which were published in the Galaxy 
and Atlantic Monthly in 1870, 1871, and 1872. Mr. 
SEWARD also accompanied his father in his travels, 
and edited his book “ Travels Around the Worid.”’ 
Coming to New-York to reside, he was elected to 
the Assembly from the Seventh District by a large 
majority, when TiupEN carried the district. He 
was named in 1875, by the Republiean State Con- 
vention, for Secretary of State, and, although de- 
feated, he ran 8,000 votes ahead of his ticket. In 
1876, when an election was held in the Fifth Senate 
District to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator Bootu, Mr. S—Ewarp was beaten by Mr. 
WaastaFrr, who was very popularin the district, 
His 
opponent is Mr. Henry C. Netson, who relies sole- 
ly upon the thick-and-thin support of his party. 
Mr. S—warn’s eminent fitness for the place should 
secure for him the approval and votes of all men 
who are at all concerned about maintaining the 
character of the Senate. The Republicans of the 
district have a candidate for whom they may work 
with enthusiasm, and if elected he will prove a 
representative with whom the county will be 
thoroughly satisfied. 
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With the recurrence ef each Democratic 
State Convention there has always been one Dem- 
ocrat lurking aboutin search ef a nomination, a 
men perfectly willing to take any place on the 
ticket. Mr. Homer A. NEtson, who has somewhat 
eagerly sought honor of this sort at the hands of 
his party, has been noticed at last, having been 
nominated by the Democrats for the Sen- 
ate to represent the Thirteenth District, 
which includes the Counties of Putnam, Dutchess, 
and Columbia, Mr. Netson is an implacable Dem- 
ocrat, and if elected would prove a subservient op- 
ponent of Gov, CoRNELL and an obedient truckler 
to the direetions of the Democratic State man- 
agers. The present Senator—Mr. Wenpovrr, of 
Columbia—was elected by a majority of more than 
1,600 over a Democratic and Greenback candidate. 
With a full Republican vote, the mortification of a 
loss of the district ean be avoided. The indications 
are that there will be no falling of in the Republi- 
can vote, while there are many indications that the 
Democrats of the district, who know Mr. NEtson, 
are not over-anxious that he skall be elected. The 
Republicans of the district have unanimously se- 
lected Mr. Samvuet H. Everett, of Putnam, as their 
candidate, and he has been making a most vigor- 
ous canvass of the three counties, with an excel- 
lent prospeet of winning the race. Mr. Everett 
represented Putnam County in the last Legislature, 
and it is to be presumed that his constituents 
heartily approved of his course in the lower house, 
or that they would not have accorded him the high 
honor of a nomination to the upper branch of the 
Legislature. ‘ It may be said for him that no mem- 
ber of the House was naore constant in attendance 
during the prolonged session, or more persistent in 
the advocacy of measures which he believed to be 
for the best interests of his constituents. He gained 
some experience in his first Legislative term which 
ought to make hima useful member of the next 
body. For many reasons it is better that he should 
be elected and Mr. Netson defeated. 
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The Suffolk District ought to be represented 
in the next Assembly by Mr. @rorer M. FLetcHer, 
who is the candidate of the Republicans, and in 
every respect worthy of confidence and support. 
Mr. FLetcHeR has never been in political life be- 
fore, being one of the farmer elass, aman of good 
education, industrious habits, excellent judgment, 
and withal a sterling Republican in the broadest 
sense. There is ne good reason why he should not 
receive ths most cordial support of all the voters 
in Suffolk County, for the interests of all its citi- 
zens will be safe in his hands. Mr. FLercuer is 
making a lively canvass, and there seems to be no 
doubt that he will be elected by an inereased 
majority over that given for the Republican mem- 
ber elected last Fall.. His ‘neighbors, who know 
him well, regard him as an admirable candidate, 
and predict for him a decided success. Suffolk 
County can be depended upon not only to elect 
Mr. FLETcHER, but to render valuable assistance to 
Senator Brrpsatt in his canvass for re-election. It 
is very important that the First Senate District 
shall be held by the Republicans, and Mr. FietcHer 
can materially assist Mr. Brrpsatiin a difficult 
task. 
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With good management the Republicans 
ought to elect the member of Assembly from the 
Twenty-third District. Last Fall there were but 
two candidates, and the Democrat won by but 265 
majority. There are now six candidates in the 
field, and the County Democracy have not nomi- 
nated. The regular Republican candidate is Mr. 
Leroy B. Crane, who is spoken of by his friends in 
warm terms of commendation. He came to this 
City when 16 years of age, and entered the estab- 
lishment of H. B. Cuariim & Co., where he rose to 
the position of banking clerk, and was intrusted 
with the handling of large sums of money. After 
preparatory studies, he was admitted to the Bar, 
about ten years ago, and is now associated in prac- 
tice with Mr. CHar.es Strauss. His nomination is 
approved by such business men as H. B. CLaFrin & 
Co., the Homer Lee Bank Note Company, ScHuLrz, 
Soutuwick & Co., VERNAM & Co., and Prince & 
WuitELy. Mr. Crane can and ought to be elected. 
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A good candidate for the Assembly has been 
Selected by the Republicans of the Twenty-fourth 
District. Mr. CHARLEs Brrniz, who ought to be 
the representative of the district in the next As- 
sembly, is about 37 years of age, a native of Berk- 
shire County, Mass. During the war of the, re- 
bellioa he served with the Forty-sixth Massa- 
chusetts Regiment, and on his return studied law 
in the office of Gzorcr ASHMAN and in the Harvard 
Law School. Upon his graduation and admission 
to the Bar, in 1868, he began practice in Leaven- 
worth, Kan. He remained in Kansas uatil 1874 


serving as vhe Chairman of the Liberal hepublicay 
State Committee, tn 1872. Coming to this City in 1974, 
he establisaed a good practice here, and at th 
same time has been an active promoter of the R. 
publican cause, being one of the campaign spea. 
ers in 1879 and 1880. Gov, CORNELL appointed hin 
United States Loan Commissioner im 1680, and \ 
January last he was appointed an Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney. to succeed Mr. Witztam Hererye. 
The Tammany Demoerats have named Mr. Mar. 
THEW P. BREEN, and it is hardly probable that he 
will be indorsed by the County Democracy. It 
would be absurd to institute comparisons between § 
Mr. Breen and Mr. Brenig, for the Republican can- 


didate is so mach better qualitied in every reapect 


to represent the district that there is no need for 
further allusion to Mr. Brrnre’s opponent.

Rossini’s *‘1]1 Barbiere di Siviglia” is con. 
sidered nowadays an old-fashioned opera. Mod« 
ern tastes demand more elaborate orchestration, 
and the thin, recitative, and meagre musical ef: 
fects in the intervals between the solos and con- 
certed music seem wearisome. Bnt there is a comia 
vein pervading it and a melodic charm which 
makes its performance by a company of 
food artists a welcome treat.

Vachot 
isa young lady of charming stage presence, very 
pretty, graceful, and with the traditional chi¢ 
of the French actress. She gave sparkle and 
spirit to the representation last night, and 
with the skill of a true artist never for 
got to be demure and to adhere to the 
dramatic requirements Of the réle. As a singes 
Mile. Vachot cannot, perhaps, claim the hichest 
rank, but she is brilliant and excels in fioriture. 
Ske is daring and original in the elaboration with 
whieh she embellishes her arias, and achieved a 
pronounced success by reason of the real merit 
of her singing and the exhibition of a some- 
what phenomenal use of a light, clear so- 
prano voice.

THE BROOKLYN MAYORALTY 


SETH LOW INDORSED BY THE INDE- 
PENDENT DEMOCRATS. 

AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING OF JEFFERSON- 
JANS—REPRESENTATIVE MEN REFUSE TO 
FOLLOW BOSS M’LAUGHLIN—THE REPUB- 
LICAN CANDIDATE TO BE SUPPORTED. 

The curious spectacle of a.Democratic mass- 
meeting to indorse a Republican nominee was pre- 
sented in Brooklyn last evening in a gathering 
which completely filled the Music Hall, at Flatbush 
and Fulton avenues. A thousand Democrats, who 
represent that growing portion of the party which is 
intensely disgusted with bossism and the degrading 
level to which their party’s politics have fallen, were 
collected in the hall, and for once in many years 
the intelligent and reputable members of the party 
had a meeting of their own, at which they could 
discuss the shortcomings of the regular organiza- 
tion without fear of being hurled headlong througn 
the window. Every mention of Seth Low’s 
name for the Mayoralty was: received with 
cheers and applause, while the names of 

James Howell and Gen. Slocum provoked 

derisive laughter, and, in the case of the Gen- 

eral, frequent and prolonged hisses. Among 
those whose sympathies were enlisted in 
the movement were the following gentlemen:

Sandford, William M. Brasher, 
John iT. Martin, Jeremiah P.  Robin- 
son, Hiram M. Johnson, Charles F. Bligh. 
Ex-Supervisor Fleemar called the meeting to 
order, and in his speech said that Democrats were 
here assembled not because they had been kicked 
out of the Democratic Party, though by some, per- 
haps, that might be considered a compliment, and 
not because the man for whom they intended to 
work and vote was a Republican, but because that 
man was well fitted for the chief magistracy of a 
great city. [Applause.] Mr. Barnes was then 
made Chairman, and in a vigorous speech point- 
ed out some of the rascalities that had been 
perpetrated in Brooklyn within the past ten 
years. Some of the very men who aided 
the great ballot-box stuffing scheme in which the 
Democratic Party was interested in 1871, 
he declared had been elected to office since by 
Democratic intrigue and had been appointed to 
office even by Mayor James Howell, the present 
candidate of that partv. New-York, with 
all her difficulties, had never seen. the 
day when the amount of her indebtedness 
and the depreciation in her propert 

had equaled Brooklyn’s. In New- Yor 

the indebtedness amounted to 11 _ per 
cent., in Brooklyn to 16. It was now time for intel- 
ligent Democrats to rise superior to partisanship, 
and to exercise the rights of citizenship by placing 
in the Mayoralty office a man like Mr. Low, who 
would administer its duties justly and on strict 
business principles. [Appiause.] 

Mr. D. P. Barnard was the next speaker. Hehad 
never seen Mr. Low himself, but he knew that 
among business men his reputation for a truthful 
character was high, and he possessed the disposi- 
tion and the will to do right. The speaker fully 
believed that Mr. Low could be trusted implicitly. 
[Applause.} He wanted Mr. Low to get in among 
the Directors of the great bridge and learn what 
they were about, and whether they were conduct- 
ing affairs on business principles. Mayor Howell 
might be a good man to build lamp-posts, [laugh- 
ter,| but the bridge was too much for him, and a 
younger and more capable man should take bis 
place among the Trustees. Mr. Barnard predicted 
that if Mayor Howell was elected the people would 
be nauseated with his rule. 

There were loud cries for DeWitt, and that 
gentleman was introduced and received with great 
applause. Mr, DeWitt declared that he was a 
Democrat by inheritance and from principle, and 
in behalf of Democratic principles he had embarked 
in this movement. No party eould be served by an 
effete organization, or by managers who had not the 
public’s interests at heart. Mr. DeWitt then pro- 
ceeded to arraign the Democratic Party of Brook- 
lyn for its misdeeds. For the last five years par- 
ticularly, he said, it had been against the right 
and for the wrong, for plunder and 
against honesty, and its rule had become 
intolerable. Referring to the maledictions which 
the party leaders had heaped upon his own head, 
Mr. DeWitt said he had fallen into disfavor simply 
for doing his duty as Corporation Counsel. In the 
discharge of that duty he had been compelled to 
prevent William C, Kingsley from putting his arm 
deeper into the Treasury. For this he had been 
obliged to flee to the shelter of the Republican 
Party, and he thanked Ged thata Republican Mayor 
and the Aldermen had stood so nobly by him 
in doing the duties of his office. [Applause.] 
He went into the Jefferson Hall movement for the 
purpose of purifying the party. When Slocum 
hisses] withdrew from the candidaey given him 
by Jefferson Hall, the object of his own connection 
with that organization remained the same as be- 
fore—the downfall of the regular organization of 
the Democratic Party in Brooklyn. [Cheers.] 
Slocum’s retirement made it incumbent upon him 
in carrying out that object to vote for Seth Low. 
[Applause. ] 

Mr. Low himself here appeared and was enthu- 
Siastically applanded. Referring to his opponent, 
Mayor Howell, he asked how it was possible for a 
man whe held his nomination as he does [by the 
grace of Boss MeLaughlin} to be free, if elected, to 
discharge the duties of his office justly toward the 

ublic. As for himself, he could honestly say that 
be was free; that no man—not Mr. Ropes, 
not Gen. Tracy, not the Citizens’ Committee, 
not the Campaign Committee, not even his own 
father could control him in the Mayor's chair, ex- 
cept so far as their advice might eommend itself to 
hisown judgment. [Tremendous cheering.] Mr. 
Low promised, if elected, to conduct the affairs of 
the city on precisely the same business principles 
as he does his own business in Burling-slip. 

Other addresses were made by ex-Supervisor 
Lauer, Mr, A. H. Osborn, and Harvey Farrington.

THE RING DEMOCRATS. 
A MEETING WHICH TURNED OUT A FIZZLE 
—SLOCUM’S UNPLEASANT POSITION. 

Gen. Henry W. Sloeum stood behind a table 
covered with flowers in the Brooklyn Aeademy of 
Music last evening, and stuttered through a speech 
in which, at the dictation of William C. Kingsley. 
he took baek in effect every word he kad said 
against the ring. He indorsed James Howell, Boss 
McLaughiin’s candidate for Mayor, and rendered 
up in the presence of a large audience any respect 
he ever held in the minds of the decent men 
of Brooklyn. Slocum’s speech was printed 
in the office of the ring organ, and slips of it had 
‘been submitted to the inspection of the ring men 
hours before it was delivered. So fearful were 


they that the man who was nominated for 
Mayor by the Jeffersonian Democrats “to 
stand for. primciple’ should fail in his 
degrading task, they compelled him to have printed 
every word of his speech, even to the opening sen- 
tence, which ran as follows: ** Fellow-Democrats, 
I thank you for the honor of presiding over your 
deliberations and for this very cordial reception.” 
Unfortunately for the programme, tne reception 
was not cordial, although the heelers of the 
ring on the platform and in the audito- 
rium yelled until they were hoarse.

Any 
person who was at all doubtful of Mr. Low’s elec- 
tion would have such doubt speedily removed by 
attending the meeting inthe Academy of Music.

One grade onthe 
Central;at Albany is said to be at the rate of 
70 feet to the mile. The road is to be 
straighter than the Central, and the projec- 
tors assert that the running time will be 
decreased at least one hour between New-York 
and Buffalo. Briefly, the route will be as follows: 
The station in this City will be at the foot of Forty- 
seeond-street. Tne river will be crossed by ferry 
to Weehawken, The company will tunnel through 
the “ridge,” as it is known, and follow to Haver- 
straw the line of the Jersey City and Albany Rail- 
road, which has been purchased and is being 
aitered to suit the general plan of the West Shore. 
¥rom Haverstraw the road will follow the west 
shore of the Hudson to Crum’s Elbow, from which 
point it will recede from a mile to a mile and a 
alf from the river until it intersects the 
Athens Branch of the New-York Central, 
which it will follow almost to Schenectady, 
From Schenectady it will keep along the south 
shore of the Mohawk until the central part of the 
State is reached. In the vicinity of DeWitt, near 
Syracuse, where the extensive freight-yards of the 
Central are situated, the road will cross the Cen- 
trai and pass through [Syracuse on the north 
side of the Erie Canal. West of Syracuse 
the line has not been absolutely determined, 
but it will probably go very near Rochester, if it 
does not pass through that city. The road will 
continue between the Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls Divisions of the Central to Buffalo, where It 
bas already acquired superior terminal facilities. 
The Central will be on one side of the Hudson and 
the West Shore on the other; it will be the 
Bame along the Mohawk, and after the two 
leave the latter river they will keep within a mile 
of each other, except im a few places, so that the 
opposition will at once be apparent. The West 
Shore is under contract to Syracuse, and the 
work of construction is being vigorously prose- 
euted on all sections. Just as seon as the 
surveys can be made west of Syracuse work 
will be begun. <A _ branch will run from 
Coeyman’s to Albany, a distance of eight miles. 
Trains will be running from New-York to Albany 
next Summer, and by the middle of 1882 the entire 
line will be in operation. The road will be double- 
tracked from one end to the otker. Steel rails 


will be laid, and the bridges will beof iron. The 


best modern equipments will be used, the officers 
say, and already contracts have been let for engines 
and cars. The tunnel at West Point, which 
was regarded as a serious obstacle, will be finished 
before Winter sets in. The work allthe way to 
Schenectady will be heavy, but from that city the 
impediments are not so great. An officer of the 
West Shore said yesterday to a reporter of THE 
Times that the cost of the road would not be 
over $100,000 a mile. “The people on 
the west side of the Hudson and the 
south side of the Mohawk have been waiting 25 
years for arailroad,” the gentleman continued, 
**and the West Shore will meet an urgent want.” 
The question was asked whether the road would 
be equal to the Central, and the reply was: ‘‘We 
think it will be surerior, and our facilities will 
certainly be equal to those of the Central. Will 
our rates be as low as the Central's. They certain- 
ly will, That would be necessary to obtain busi- 
pess.”’ 

“It has been reported that W. H. Vanderbilt was 
interested in the West Shore. The Story is that he 
Saw the necessity of a road onthe route followed 
by the West Shore and concluded to build the road.” 

“There isno truth inthe report. Mr. Vander- 
bilt has no possible conneetion with the West 
Shore, The story may have started from the fact 
that he has thrown no opstacle in the way of the 
road, even when it incroached en his line.” 

Gen, Horace Porter is the{President, Charles Bard 
Vice-President, and Charles Paine the General Man- 
zger of the West Shore. The company is com- 
posed mostly of capitalists residing in New-York, 
and the people along the line are not asked to con- 
tribute a dollar. The road is being built by the 
North River Construction Company, of this City. 

The second link in the system will be the New- 
York, Chicago and St. Louis Railway, divided into 
two divisions, one of which extends from Buffalo 
to Chicago and the other from Fort Wayne to St. 
Leuis. Although the surveys heave been made 
and some of the grading done, it is rot likely 
that the Fort Wayne and St. Louis Divi- 
gion will be built. Arrangements have been made 
by which the business of the company will be per- 
formed by the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific Rail- 
way. The distance from Buftalo to Chicago by the 
route pursued by the Chieago Road. as the New- 
York, Chicago and St. Louis is spoken of, is 520 
miles, which is 20 miles less than the next shortest 
route, the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern. 
An officer of the road, in speaking of the line 
to Tse Trmes’s reporter yesterday, said that 
the maximum grade between Chicago and Cleve- 
land eastward .was 21. feet, and westward 30 
feet. The road is reasonably free from curves. 
There is one tangent 100 miles in length, and many 
other long ones. Besides the 20 miles in distance, 
the company claims that it will save three-quarters 
pf an hour in getting througn Cleveland, Ohio, and 
three-quarters of an hourin getting through To- 
edo, Ohio. The difference in time, not including 
the advantage of lighter grade and curves, it is ex- 
pected, will be between two and three hours. The 
sntire right of way has been secured from Buffalo 
to Chicago, and the work of construction is pro- 
gressing at all points. Five hundred miles have 
peen graded, and only 20 miles of grad- 
Ing remains to be done. One hundred 
and sixty miles of steel rails have been laid, and 
250 more will be put down by Jan. 1. The track 
will be baliasted early in the Spring, and by July 1 
next the whole line will be in operation. For 50 
toiles west of Buffale and for 20 miles in the viein- 
ity of Cleveland, Ohio, the ro#d will be double- 
tracked. The construction, equipment, and ter- 
minals will ecést $22,000,000. Rolling stock to the 
amount of $6,000,000 has been contracted for, to 
be delivered next year. Pullman hotel, drawing- 
room, and sleeping cars will be run, and the officers 
say that the equipments will be the best that can 
be bought. The road will, of course, be run in 
direct opposition to the Vanderbilt lines. The 
principal officers of the road are C. R. Cummings, 
of Chicago, President; C. 8. Briee, of New-York, 
Vice-President, and L. Williams, General Manager. 

The remaining links in the chain of railroads are 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Northern 
Pacific, and the Oregon Navigation Company’s lines, 
which are already in operation. 

By arrangements that will be completed before 
the two Eastern roads are finished the system will 
practically work as one continuous road.

METHODIST MISSIONS.

MAKING MORE APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE 
COMING YEAR. 

The General Missionary Committee of the 
Methodist Episeopal Church resumed its sessions 
yesterday morning, with Bishop Andrews in the 
chair. A committee to consider the relation the 
Missionary Society should sustain to the local mis- 
sion work in the older Conferences, and especially 
in the great cities, was appointed at the last ses- 
sion of this General Committee. The Chair re- 
quested further time to report, and the committee 
‘was thereupon continued till the next session of 
the General Committee. Bishop Harris was ex- 
cused from serving further on this committee on 
recount of his expected absence from this country 
for the greater part of the year. Resolutions were 
unanimously adopted paying a high tribute of re- 
Bpect to the memory of the late Bishop Erastus 
Otis Haven. On motion the following gentlemen 
were appointed a Committee on Ways and Means: 
J. W. Wiley, A. D, Vail, E. B. Tuttle, J. B. Cornell, 
and C. H. Fewler. When the business of making 
appropriations for missions came up, $5,000 was 
appropriated for South India. The missioa in Bul- 
garia was given $11,754, that in Italy $25,000, the 
one in Mexico $30,000, and the mission in Japan 
$34,000. A proposition to send three missionaries 
to Japan, where the mission promised to pay them 
at the rate of $800 for five years, was referred to 
the Board of Managers. One thousand dollars was 
added tothe sum appropriated for North China, 
and the appropriation for Central China was finally 
fixed at $22,890. The total amount appropriated 
for foreign missions for 1882 is $316,147, an increase 
of $16,973 over that for 1881. 

The missions in the United States not in Annual 
Cenference, and which are to be administered as 
foreign missions, were then taken up, and the mis- 
sion in Arizona was given $7,000; Black Hills rev 
teived $2,500; Dakota, $4,000; the Indian Territory 
6500. An adjournment was then taken until this 


evening.

NEW-YORK EYE AND EAR INFIRMARY. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the New-York Eye and Ear Infirmary was 
held on Wednesday at the infirmary, corner of 
Thirteenth-street and Second-ayenue. The report 
of the surgeons showed that during the past vear 
12,086 patients, suffering from diseases of the eye, 
ear, and throat, had been treated. Of these, 524 
were received into the institution, their cases being 
serious. The surgical staff consists of 39 medical 
men, and their services are rendered gratuitously 


to all poor sufferers. Patients received into the 
gegen and who can afford to pay, are charged 
aweek for board. During the year donations 
were received from Mr. Anson Phelps Stokes, $25u;

NEWARE’S BROKEN BANE.

A FORMER CLERK ARRESTED ON A CHARGE 


OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


The only new development in the Newark 
bank failure yesterday was the arrest of Henry B. 
Marchbank, a former clerk of the bank, on a charge 
of having, between two and three years ago, em- 
bezzled about $50,000 of the bank’s moneys. The 
first intimation of this embezzlement is said to 
have come from Cashier Baldwin himself. In an 
interview with Mr. Price, the Assistant Receiver, 
on Thursday evening, Baldwin mentioned this old- 
time embezzlement. Marchbank had been employed 
as correspondence clerk in the bank. During his ser- 
vice there he kept a private account with the State 
Banking Company, and deposited there to his own 
account collection checks that came into his hands 
from other banks and from the individual dealers 
with the Mechanics’ Bank. The State Banking 
Company was itself a depositor with the Mechanics’, 
and when these checks were sent back to the Me- 


chanics’ by the State Banking Company for deposit 
they went into Marchbank’s hands, and he de- 
stroyed them. This is the method of the embezzle- 
ment, as described by Mr. Price. The amount thus 
abstracted was between $40,000 and $50,000. When 
the Mechanics’ Bank and the State Bank came to 
settle their accounts with each other the embezzle- 


ment was discovered. These robberies kad reached 
a total of $30,000 when Baldwin discovered them, 


Baldwin called the correspondence clerk into his 
room and teld him that heknewall. The clerk 


fell on his knees, according to Baldwin’s story, and’ 


begged not to be exposed. If he was given time 
he would settle the account. Baldwin, it is charged, 
had known all along of the series of embezzle- 
ments by which the bank had been robbed, but 
feared to take any steps against Marchbank be- 
cause of a fear that Marchbank would expose the 
irregularities of which he had been guilty himself. 
“You might say,” said District Attorney Keas- 
bey to Tux Times’s reporter yesterday, ‘that it is 
charged that Marchbank was aware of Baldwin's 
irregularities, and gave him to understand that it 
would not be prudent for Baldwin to make a ecom- 
—— against him.’? The result of it all was that 
aldwin allowed the clerk to resume and continue 
his duties. Marchbank did return $8,000 of the 
money, but not leng afterward Baldwin discovered 


another steal on his part of about $20,000, and 
Marchbank was @ischarged. Of course, the dia- 


charge called fer some explanation from Baldwin 
to the Directors. and he was obliged to admit that 
the reason for the removal was a discovery of the 
embezzlement. In order to excuse himself for his 
failure to take more decisive action against the 
clerk, Baldwin said to the Directors—so it is re- 
ported by one of them—that he had not learned of 
the embezzlement till after Marchbank’s discharge, 
and that securities had been turned over tn settlo- 
ment of the deficit; that, with the amount of the 
clerk's bonds, would nearly make up the deficien- 
ey. The balance Baldwin said he would become 
responsible for. 

Upon learning of the embezzlement, the books 
were referred to,and proof that Baldwin had told 
the truth as to the substantial facts were discovered 
upon them. Assistant Receiver Price and District 
Attorney Keasbey went before United States Com- 
missioner William Patterson and made a charge of 
embezzlement against Marchbank. Distriet Attor- 
ney Keasbey’s affidavit charges that Marchbank 
“did from time to time, within three years, while 
acting as clerk, abstract and willfully misapply the 
funds of said bank, and did make _ divers false en- 
tries in the books of said bank, with intent 
to defraud said association, the details of 
which abstraction and false entries cannot 


be given without a more careful examination | 


of the books,” and concludes with a prayer for his 
arrest. The warrant was issued and placed in the 
hands of United States Marshal Burt. The Mar- 
shaljwent to Belleville. where Marchbank lived, 
and arrested him. He was very much affected and 
shed tears. His bail was fixed at $10,000. March- 
bank declined to talk with anyone. He is a mar- 
ried man, with several children. He has been a 
member of the Board of Chosen Freeholders, and 
is well known in the social, business, and political 
circles of Essex County. One of the gentiemen 
who became surety to the bank for Marchbank’s 
honesty said yesterday that he had never heard of 
the defalcation, nor had any demand ever been 
made of him by Baldwin or any one else for the 
deficiency. Though, as before stated, Marchbank 
refused to make any statement, he did say, after 
his arrest, that the circumstances under which he 
had left the bank three years ago were such as to 
justify his belief that no proceedings would ever be 
commenced against him. 

Those who are interested in the bank are begin- 
ning, now that the first excitement of the great 
crash is over, to inquire anxiously as to what 
proportion of their deposits will probably be made 
goodtothem. Mr. Price thinks they may realize 
60 per cent. But Examiner Shelley is of the 
opinion that it will not go beyond 50percent. The 
amount depends somewhat, of course, upon the 
outcome of the 100 per cent. assessment upon the 
stockholders. Mr. Price says that seldom more 
than 90 per cent. is realized from _ these 
compulsery assessments. In this case the 
amount realized from them will be about 
$450,000. The other assets consist of the 


amounts due from other national banks, the bills | 


discounted, the cash on hand, and the bank build- 
ing. The cash on hand is in round figures $230,000. 
The bank building may be worth $75,000 to $100,- 
000. The actual value of the bills payable, cannot, 
of course, be stated. But the biggest item of un- 
certainty is the amount to be received from 
Nugent & Co. in settlement of the bank’s claim 
against that concern. 

When night fell yesterday Marchbank had not 
secured bail. United States Marshal Burnett ac- 
companied him to his house in Belleville, and will 
remain with him till this morning, when he will be 
taken before the United States Commissioner for 
arraignment. It is understood that when taken 
to court this morning he will waive examina- 
tion and give bail to await the action of 
the United States Grand Jury. A story is toldin 
Newark of a private interview _Marchbank is said 
to have had with Baldwin aday or twoago. It 
was presumed by Baldwin, or, rather, it seems to 
have been presumed by Baldwin, that the examina- 
tion of the bank books would reveal the old-time 
deficiency in the correspondence clerk’s ac- 
counts, and a meeting between the two was 
arranged. Marchbank went, so the story runs, 
to Baldwin's house. At that interview Bald- 
win is said te have notified Marchbank 
of his danger. It is even declared that Baldwin 
advised him to make himself scarce in Newark. 
Whether this advice was given to prevent disclos- 
ures that Baldwin feared he might make as to his 
own transactions with the bank’s money, or merely 
to ineure Marchbank’s safety from prosecution, no 
one knows. But it is said that the result of the in- 
terview was that Marchhank was selling securities 
and making other preparations indicating an inten- 
tion of leaving the city when he was arrested. 

Examiner Shelly said to Tor Tres’s reporter 
last evening that his report will be sent onto 
Washington to-day, and that his examination of 
the books has resulted inno new revelations of 
public interest. It is said that a subpoena has been 
issued to Broker Runyon, of New-York City, di- 
recting him to appear before the Commissioner and 
testify at Baldwin’s examination Monday, and to 
produce his books at the same time, The purpose 
of this isto ascertain the extent of Baldwin’s oper- 
ations in Wali-street through the agency of that 
firm. It is thought not unlikely, however, that 
Baldwin will waive examination, and, like March- 
—_ give bail toawait the action of the Grand 

ury. 

Myer Hellman. as the Assignee of a depositor in 
the Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark, began a 
suit against that insolvent institution in the Su- 
preme Court, in this City, yesterday. He seeks to 
recover $490, An attachment against the property 
of the defendant in this City was granted by Judge 
Barrett. 

Mayor Fiedler sent a communication to the New- 
ark Council last evening asking that the Finance 
Committee be instructed to employ experts to ex- 
amine into the fimancial condition of the several 
departments of the city Government. He said 
that rumors afloat among the people about the 
city’s business with the Mechanics’ Bank made 
such a step warrantable. The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 


SUIT FOR BREACH OF PROMISE. 

Mrs. Caroline E. Pine, widow of the late 
Theodore Pine, a former Register of Westchester 
County, has commenced a suit against James L. 
Coutant for breach of promise of marriage, laying 
her damages at $5,000. Both are residents of the 


village of New-Rechelle, the lady moving in the 
best circles, and Mr. Coutant being the village 
druggist. He gave her an engagement ring, in 
which were inscribed the words, ‘September 
1881” with a blank space left to insert the day 
of the month when they were to be married. 
Sept. 28 was decided upon as the wedding day, and 
they were to come to New-York and have the ring 
fixed. He made an excuse at the last minute that 
ke could not go to the City on the day appointed, 
but she subsequently found out that he had been 
to the City on that very day. Her suspicions were 
then aroused. She, however, went ahead and pro- 
cured her wedding outfit and made all prepara- 
tions for the wedding day. On that day he failed 
to put in an appearance. He, however, sent her a 
note requesting an interview, which she declined, 
under the circumstances. When asked why he did 
not attend he made as an exeuse that he forgot 
that was the wedding day, and got his friends to 
try and intercede with Mrs. Pine in his behalf. They 
availed nothing, and the papers in this breach of 
promise suit were served yesterday.

Sani- 
tary Superintennent Day referred the matter to 
the State Board of Health.

THE BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 


—- 
A FORMIDABLE ARRAY OF TOY WAR SHIPB— 
DESERTED HULKS. 

In the Brooklyn Navy-yard there is only 
one ship at present preparing to go into commis- 
sion, the Brooklyn, which is ordered to the South 
Atlantio squadron, where it will serve.as flag-ship 
for Rear-Admiral Spotts. The ship was to have 
been commissioned on Nov. 2, but delays have ec- 
curred which make it improbable that she will be 
ready forsea before the end of next week. Her 
complement of officers and men, including ma- 
rines, will be about 350. The Brooklyn was 
built in 1857, and is still a handsome 
ship. She has been equipped with all the 
modern appliances for ships of war, including the 

atent steam anchor-winch. While the Brooklyn 
8 fitting out the reverse process is going on on 
board the Trenton, which returned from three 
years’ service in the Mediterranean a week before 
the Yorktown celebration, in which she partici- 
pated. She has gone out of commission, and is 
being completely dismantled, everything movable, 
alow and aloft, being taken out ofher. Just outin 
the stream from the Trenton‘another war ship, 
the Ticonderoga, which went around the world 
with Commander Shufeldt, lies desolate-looking 
and dismantled, with. only a watchman on 
board. The staff of watchmen in the yard has 
been cut down for economical reasons, and the 
Marine Corps is called upon to supply the vacant 
places with guards. This arrangement is necessi- 
tated by the lack of appropriations at present 
hampering the service. The very large amount of 
Government property in the shape of stores, ma- 
terials, arms, &c.. stored bere makes a careful 
supervision of the watch necessary for protection. 
There is no ship-building, and no important work 
going forward. The Navy-yard has no appearance 
of being the place where a nation’s ships are pre- 


pared for service or built. Naval officers look 
with considerable interest to the proceedings of 
the Naval Advisory Committee, which has among 
its members a number of distinguished naval offi- 
cers, There has been a reaction of opinion of late 
in favor of wooden ships in preference to iron 
ones, mainly due tothe formidable qualities of the 
Krupp gun. This is based on thetheory that a pro- 
jectile launched frem one of these engines of 
destruction striking an iron ship would tearits un- 
elastic sides and make foundering  inevit- 
able, while with a wooden ship a_ shot 


will make its clean hole im its sides, 
which the ship’s carpenter is at hand to 
remedy. There are no iron vessels in the Navy- 
yard at present or about New-York Harbor belong- 
ing to the Government, the Navy being mainly 
made up of the wooden ships, of which the Ten- 
nessee, Broeklyn, Trenton, and Kearsarge are fair 
exemplars. The Trenton is fitted with an iron 
prow, which is under the water, and is intended as 
a weapon of offense in ease of war against an 
enemy’s ship. This prow projects about 20 feet 
beyond the forefoot of the vessel. The uncom- 


pleted, never-to-be-completed, hulks which mark 
the wreck of the fortunes of outside contractors 
who once undertook to build ships for the Govern- 
ment, rear themselves, dark and forbidding, in 
prominent parts of the yard, awaiting the actionof 
Congress, which it is hoped will soon be taken, 
ordering that they be removed. 


BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS.

A PROPOSITION TO SETTLE THE AFFAIRS OF 
D. & J. SBADLIER & CO. 
Bradstreet’s reports state that at a meeting 
of the committee of creditors of D. & J. Sadlier & 


Co., publishers, at No. 31 Barelay-street, it was 
agreed to offer 50 cents on the dollar to merchan- 
dise creditors, payable in six, twelve, eighteen, and 
twenty-four months, secured, with interest. Mrs. 
M. A. Sadlier’s claim, secured by chattel mortgage, 
is first disposed of as follows: She is to receive $50,- 
000 and to have the elaim of $84,500 wiped out; is 
to have the plates mentioned in her chattel 
mortgage; on these the committee place 
a market valuation of $28,000; is to 
have $5,000 cash, and to’have notes amounting to 
about $17,000 secured by the Assignee and outside 
friends of the firm. She gives the firm the use‘of 
the plates mow held by her at 6 percent. on the 
valuation of $28,000, with the privilege of buying 
at the end of five years. The merchandise indebt- 
edness is saidto be $120,000, which will require 
$60,000 to pay it. Security for this will be on plates, 
not enumerated in Mrs. Sadiier’s mortgage, valued 
at about $12,000; on tools and machinery, val- 
ued at $6,000; on stock in store and on real 
estate held by Dennis Sadlier, with whom his 
wife joins and consents in placing in the 
hands of Trustees as security for the compromise. 
All these securities are to be held by three Trus- 
tees, to be appointed by the creditors, until the 
compromise has been all paid. The Assignee, Mr, 
John W. O’Shaughnessy, is to be one of the ‘Trus- 
tees. By this arrangement, if ratified by the 
creditors, the firm will be left with all their present 
stock of books, machinery. and bills receivable 
with which to go on with the business.

JOHN W. DAVIS'S DEATH. 

An autopsy was made yesterday by Deputy 
Coroner Goldschmiedt im the case of J . W. 
Davis, the young man who was found lying dead 
in the hallway of No. 102 East Houston-street, at 3 
o’clock on Wednesday morning. It was found that 
death had resulted froma fracture of the skull, 
caused either by a blow or byafall.

THE CHAMPION TRAMP. 


HE JOURNEYS OVER THREE CONTINENTS 
, AND I8 STILL ON THE MOVE. 


The champion tramp turned up yesterday at 
the Castle Garden Emigrant Depot. His name is 
William Kelleher, he was bern in Ireland about 38 
years ago, and came to this country on May 6, 1880, 
as a steerage passenger on the steam-ship Greece, 
from Liverpool, Before coming to New-York he 
had been in Seuth Africa for several years, and 
while working on a new railroad there he lost the 
sight of one eye and sustained injury to the other 
by the premature discharge of a gunpowder blast. 
On arriving in this City he failed to get employ- 
ment, and set out on foot through New-Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. At Uniontown, in the latter State, 
he obtained a week’s work ina quarry, but was 
then discharged. Again setting out on a long walk, 
he turned eastward and ‘‘fetehed up” in Boston. 
In a few days he was put into the Work-house for 
vagrancy and begging, and kept at the expense of 
the county for six months. Released from confine- 
ment, he started to walk to New-York, and got as 
far as New-Rochelle, Westchester County, when he 
was again apprehended as a vagrant, and sent to the 
County Jailforamenth. Atthe end of the con- 
finement he made good time to the Metropolis, but 
encountered ill-fortune, could get no work, and 
drifted again into New-Jersey. In an aimless series 
of wanderings, he passed southward until he got 
as far as Charleston, S.C. If Kelleher tells the 
truth there must have been some sort of “ boycott- 
ing” practiced toward him throughout the whole 
of his peregrinations, fer he could obtain no 
work anywhere, and, as a consequence, like 
Shermaa’s columns on their way to the sea, 
or like an army-worm, he “subsisted on 
the country” through which, he marched. He 


says he did not like either the climate or the busi- 
ness outlook at the South, and therefore started 


back for New-York by a new route, not caring to 
repeat his levies for supplies on the exasperated 
communities whom he had previously ray- 
aged. He has _ finally made the grand 
tour, he thinks, and now asks that the 
Emigration Commissioners will send him 
back to England. As Europe, nor Africa, nor 
America has yet been able to afford this gentle- 
man the opportunity in life which he seeks, it is 
surmised that he is now cherishing some designs 
against the Continent of Asia, with a view as an 
ultimate necessity to a descent on the Australian 
islands.
